President Bush’s penchant for authoritari- 
anism — for executive power unchecked by ei- 
ther Congress or the courts — has been laid 
bare by his aggressive and unapologetic de- 
fense of the indefensible: the secret surveil- 
lance of Americans without warrants. Per- 
haps most troublingly, the system is set up in 
such a way that the intelligence could have 
been gathered legally had the president cared 
to follow the law. 

If the smoke signals from Washington are 
correct, it looks as if Supreme Court nominee 
Samuel Alito, a strong supporter of unchecked 
presidential prerogative, will win approval. 

If that’s the case, it’s unlikely that Bush’s 
reconfigured, Republican-friendly Supreme 
Court will curb an arrogant president deter- 
mined to trample on safeguards against un- 
reasonable search and seizure provided by the 
Fourth Amendment. 

It’s up to Congress to cut this imperial pres- 
idency down to size. Bush should be investi- 
gated and, if not impeached, at least censured 
— something Democratic Congressman John 
Conyers of Michigan has already suggested. 

Even without the latest outrage of warrant- 
less domestic spying, the case against Bush is 
clear: he lied to the nation and to Congress 
about not having made up his mind about in- 
vading Iraq prior to the war, when in fact he 
had; made false statements to Congress about 
Iraq buying uranium; violated the War Powers 
Resolution and misused government funds in- 
tended for Afghanistan to jump-start his Iraq 
adventure; violated existing federal law and 
international treaties prohibiting torture; and 
retaliated against those who had the guts to 
biow the whistle on contract abuses commit- 
ted in Iraq by Vice-President Dick Cheney’s 
old-firm, Halliburton. 

The stench from Bush’s catalogue of slimy 
deceit has not been strong enough to weaken 
the resolve of conservatives who support him. 
But his contempt for the Constitution has un- 
nerved some of the most ardent right-wingers, 
such as Senator John Sununu of New Hamp- 
shire, son of Ronald Reagan’s former chief of 
staff. One of Wall Street’s favorite publications, 
Barron's, has expressed its outrage. And even 
columnist George Will, a Tory’s Tory, has arched 
a disapproving eyebrow. 

Abuse of intelligence and illegal wiretap- 
ping were among the articles of impeachment 
that ultimately drove Richard Nixon from the 
White House. We won't be so lucky with 
Bush. And if our fantasies were ever to be- 
come reality, the nation would be stuck with 
the even worse horror of Cheney, Bush’s part- 
ner in high crimes. 

The most the nation can hope for, it 
seems, is that the expected Senate hearings 
on the illegal spying will result in a slap in 
the face for Bush. That’s a rather pathetic 
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constitutional safeguard. And Bush, who 
literally believes that he is doing God’s bid- 
ding, will shrug it off with the sanctimo- 
nious piety one has come to expect from 
God’s elect. 


ROMNEY’S LAMENT 

Pity poor Mitt Romney. First the governor says 
that his ancestral home of Michigan would 
have provided a better launching pad for his 
political career, and then he moans that the 
local media are making him out to be more 
conservative than he really is. 

It is true that Romney is not as right-wing as 
some Republicans are, but that hardly makes 
him any more appealing to us. It’s nonsense for 
him to deny that he is moving to the right as he 
plans to run for president. And it’s reasonable 
to assume that, since he now doesn’t have to 
worry about running for re-election here in 
Massachusetts, he will continue to become 
more right-wing. If Romney is anything, he is 
a creature of calculation and convenience. 

His 1994 campaign for Senator Edward 
Kennedy’s seat in US Congress was not an act of 
selfless sacrifice. It was a credible political bet 
that paid off handsomely. So did his deceitful 
ploy on reproductive choice — that although he 
was personally opposed to abortion, he would 
not advocate restricting the right of women 
who choose to terminate pregnancy. And then 
there is the business of his elbowing aside the 
admittedly pathetic Republican incumbent gov- 
enor Jane Swift when it suited his ambition. 

His years as a successful, calculating ven- 
ture capitalist readily revealed that ambition is 
what Romney is all about. He insults the na- 
tion’s intelligence when he pretends other- 
wise. But then again, it never hurt George W. 
Bush to insult the nation’s intelligence. Did it? 


MENINO AND MURDER 

Mayor Menino loves Boston. There is no doubt 
about that. Like any good mayor, he acts as if 

the city were his. But he does himself and the 


city a disservice by not facing up to the fact 
that his administration and his police force have 
not done enough to fight the street violence 
and murder that now plagues Boston. Note: 
we're not saying the violence is the mayor’s 
fault. What we are saying is that his response 
has been inadequate. Given the fact that there 
have been 74 murders this year and that at least 
half of those killed were under 25 years of age, 
that simple observation, while stinging, should 
also be sobering. 

It’s hard to believe that the mayor was as 
surprised as he says he was by the recently re- 
leased survey results of Boston public-high- 
school students reporting that 90 percent of 
those questioned last year had witnessed acts of 
violence such as shootings, stabbings, or beat- 
ings. If it was news to Menino, then his admin- 
istration was not doing its job. 

It’s unclear when the 2004 survey was tak- 
en. Regardless, Boston in 2003 had a year that 
saw arrests for juveniles age 16 and under for 
violent crimes jump 14 percent over 2002. In 
addition, in 2003 six juveniles age 13 to 16 were 
murdered. That’s more than the four previous 
years combined. In 2004, the number of 
teenage homicide victims doubled. It went up 
again this year. 

The problems we face now are part of a 
trend. They are not an aberration. The prob- 
lem is attributable, at least in part, to what 
are called “crack bubble” children, born and 
raised disproportionately in households 
wrecked by drugs, violence, and incarcera- 
tion. Our society — thanks to cutbacks in fed- 
eral aid promoted by Bush and slashes in 
state aid supported by Romney — essentially 
abandoned them. No one should be surprised 
that some percentage of those are not well- 
adjusted — and that the maladjusted affect 
the others. 

Menino has a grim and unenviable job to 
do. But by not facing up to the cold realities, 
he plays politics with death. He can, and 
must, dobetter. ©

Worse than their initial 
cowardice, however, have 
been those administrators’

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credit the students — gay 
and straight alike — who 
were planning the event. 
For example, in an egre- 
gious distortion of the 
truth, Dean Robert Sher- 
wood released an open letter 
to the BC community in 
which he claimed that a 
student leader had “graphi- 
cally described the type of 
sexually explicit behavior 
that could be expected at 
the event.” This letter was a 
shameless appeal to the 
myths of homosexual 
promiscuity and hypersexu- 
ality. Perhaps it’s been a 
long time since Dean 
Sherwood has been to a 
Catholic-school dance, but 
the days of priests and nuns 
wandering the floor admon- 
ishing students to “leave 
room for the Holy Spirit” 
are long gone. However, no 
campus event would permit 
truly explicit sexual behav- 
ior — of any orientation — 
nor should it. 


On Friday, December 9, 
a week after the dance was 
to have taken place, mem- 
bers of the GLC held a rally, 
just as a significant snow- 
storm was kicking into 
high gear. Despite their 
deep disappointment, de- 
spite looming finals, de- 
spite the snow, more than 
100 students (and far too 
few faculty) joined together 
to cheer speeches in favor 
of equality and tolerance, 
to contribute money to the 
fight against AIDS, to 
affirm the love at the cen- 
ter of their faith and their 
education, and to dance. 

If Catholic higher edu- 
cation can’t see its way 
clear to let students dance 
for charity and against 
violence, it had better start 
calling itself something 
else entirely.

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Much ink has been spilled over the ex- 

haustive and unusually impassioned 
139-page opinion released December 20 by 
Pennsylvania US District Judge John E. Jones 
Ill. That’s not surprising, since it was deliv- 
ered by a Republican Bush appointee who 
threw out a statement made mandatory for 
Dover, Pennsylvania, biology classes that 
highlights supposed “gaps” in Darwinian 
evolutionary theory and points out the possi- 
ble merits of “intelligent design” (ID). Fur- 
ther, Judge Jones found ID to be a poorly dis- 
guised form of creationism — a religious doc- 
trine already tossed out of public schools by 
the Supreme Court in a celebrated 1987 case 
(Edwards v. Arkansas) for violating the separa- 
tion of church and state. There is nothing sci- 
entific about ID, Jones ruled, because it de- 
pends on transcendent beliefs rather than 
testable hypotheses. Adoption of ID would 
“change the ground rules of science” — some- 
thing Jones found to be the goal of its sup- 
porters. The reader could not possibly have 
missed Jones’s eloquent defense of the scien- 
tific revolution and its gains for modernity. 

But Judge Jones’s concerns reached consid- 

erably deeper, as did his willingness to place 
this trial in broad social and political context. 
The courts have long recognized that reli- 
gious strife can destroy the cohesion and 
tranquility of a society. Every so often, how- 
ever, an opinion gets to the heart of why the 
Bill of Rights both guarantees the free prac- 
tice of religion (the so-called “free exercise” 
clause) and protects citizens against state- 
approved religion (the “antiestablishment” 
clause). Jones’s ruling did just that, and thus 
belongs in the stellar company of the 1943 
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Supreme Court opinion that invalidated an attempt 
to force Jehovah’s Witness children to pledge alle- 
giance to the flag, arguing that history predicts reli- 
gious compulsion ultimately produces “only the 
unanimity of the graveyard.” Although Jones did 
not point out in so many words that we are current- 
ly battling an antirational, theocratic, antimodern 
terrorist movement abroad, it’s hard to miss the 
implications of his opinion for a certain brand of 
Christian fundamentalist. 

Judge Jones discusses with particular alarm the 
ways in which the school board’s religious sectari- 
anism turned the good people of Dover against one 
another. Science teachers, who defied the board’s 
edict, engaged in civil disobedience by refusing to 
read the ID statement to their students; unhappy 
but compliant school administrators ended up fill- 
ing that role. Dissenting school-board members 
found their morality and ethics questioned by their 
fundamentalist colleagues. “I myself have been 
twice asked within the past year if 1 was ‘born 
again,” one board member complained in what the 

_ judge termed a “poignant” resignation speech. An- 
other member resigned when he was “referred to as 
unpatriotic” despite 11 years in the Army, Jones noted. 
The sectarian hostility rending the town’s residents 
was equally palpable and disturbing to the judge. 

Jones was also unsparing in his criticism of the 
tactics used by the school board and its sup- 
porters. He not only excoriated board 
members for their willingness to 
lie under oath about their ac- 
tions and intentions, but : 
criticized the role of the 
Thomas More Law Cen- 
ter of Ann Arbor, Michi- 
gan, a “national public- 
interest law firm” that

seeks to promote Christian values through litiga- 
tion. The firm’s eagerness “to find a constitutional 
test case on ID” prompted the school board to adopt 
an “imprudent” policy, he wrote, and stirred up a 
“legal maelstrom” that resulted in an “utter waste 
of monetary and personal resources.” 

Perhaps most interesting, Jones not only denied 
emphatically that he is an “activist” judge, but 
sought to explain why. He dealt with the canard 
that activist judges are hostile to religion while 
“strict constructionist” judges allow God what they 
feel is his rightful place in the public arena. The 
Dover case thus was not one of judicial activism ver- 
sus strict constructionism, but rather one that 
called for enforcement of the anti-establishment 
clause of the First Amendment for the very reasons 
it was written by the republic’s founders. 

Judge Jones’s message was a sharp, if implied, 
rebuke of President Bush — who, in an August 1 
press conference, said public schools should give 
ID the same exposure as they give to evolution. 
Don’t be at all surprised if the religious right con- 
demns this truly independent and principled 
judge not only for activism, but for biting the 
hand that fed him. _Harvey Silverglate 
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Search for hate on your block 


Four gay-marriage opponents reside on my street in 
Jamaica Plain, according to KnowThyNeighbor.org, 
a searchable online database that allows anyone to 
search by name, address, city, or zip code to find 
out who backs a constitutional ban on gay marriage 
that equal-marriage foes submitted to the state in 
December. On the bright side, my own name doesn’t 
show up among the 123,356 certified signatures. 

“We have a number of reports from people who 
were horrified to find their names on the petition,” 
says Marc Solomon, who was selected last month to 
replace Marty Rouse as campaign director for Mass- 
Equality. Since the state’s pro-marriage umbrella 
coalition launched its own searchable system on De- 
cember 22, gay people, gay-marriage supporters, and 
even one dead person have been spotted among the 
petition signers, he says. Although Solomon doesn’t 
believe that they'll find enough cases of fraud to de- 
Tail the entire amendment — which will appear 





before the state legislature during the 2006-’o07 ses- 
sion, and possibly before voters in 2008 —“it’s very 
important to understand the tactics that our oppo- 
nents used to collect signatures.” 

Both MassEquality and KnowThyNeighbor al- 
lege that Vote on Marriage signature collectors used 
shady methods, such as leading people to believe 
they were signing a petition in favor of selling wine 
in supermarkets. But Kris Mineau, president of the 
Massachusetts Family Institute and spokesman for 
the Vote on Marriage initiative, denies the charges 
and calls both databases “a rather crass and abusive 
use of the freedom of information we have in our 
society” and says they are intended to “threaten and 
intimidate” those who would sign the petition.

Bad Ballistics 


Federal judge KOs 
BPD’s “expert” 
testimony 


James O’Shea is as good as the Boston Police 
Department has for matching bullets and 
shell casings to specific firearms. He has been 
in the ballistics unit for seven years, supervis- 
es others, and has testified in hundreds of 
cases. So it was a major blow to the depart- 
ment when a federal judge prohibited O’Shea 
from telling a jury that he found a match be- 
tween a gun and shell casings found at a 
crime scene. 

“That conclusion — that there is a defini-

And when he was asked what standards he 
used to determine that the markings support- 
ed the conclusion of a match, Gertner wrote, 
“O’Shea’s testimony was either tautological 
or wholly subjective.” 

The ballistics decisions could affect hun- 
dreds of cases coming before both federal and 
State courts in Massachusetts. Most immedi- 
ately, they will have a huge effect on high- 
profile related cases coming before the same 
judges. Hart and Washington are two of the 


alleged “Esmond Street Crew” members arrest- 


ed in 2000; two of the other defendants, 
scheduled for trial next year, are eligible for 
the death penalty if found guilty. Brandao is 
one of a large group of defendants — two of 
whoin were considered for death-penalty 
charges — also scheduled for trial next year. 
(The US Attorney’s Office, which is prosecuting 
these cases, will not comment on the Gertner 
and Saris rulings while the cases are ongoing 
All these cases involve lots of ballistics evi- 
dence, and will be much harder to prove if BPD 
and state experts are prevented from claiming 
that the bullets and casings must have come 
from the specific firearms in evidence. 
O’Shea’s testimony revealed something 
else of note: he claimed that, while he had 
never been formally tested for proficiency, he 
had taken such a test “informally” at the de- 
partment on at least one occasion, and that 
his results were compared against results of 
another examiner. The BPD has admitted, in 
response both to a Boston Phoenix public-infor- 
mation request and to recent court orders, 
that it has given only one firearm-comparison- 


proficiency test to one examiner in the past 
years, which was submitted to a testing 
service for grading. 

But O’Shea is now the second member of 
the ballistics team to contradict that claim. 
As the Phoenix reported in October (See “Bad 
Ballistics,” News and Features, October 7), Ty- 
rone Camper testified in a pre-trial hearing in 
Suffolk Superior Court that he had been given 
several proficiency exams by his former super- 
visor, Mark Vickers. Camper also testified 
that he failed some of these tests. Which begs 
the question of why the rest of the BPD never 
heard about the results

male, whose 8-foot-long, hypodermic 
needle-like penis is wielded so clumsi- 
ly that he could mistakenly insemi- 
nate another passing male, or his 
own tentacle. 


LEAST-COMPETENT 
CRIMINALS 

In New Braunfels, 
Texas, in November, 
Robert Villarreal, 34, 
was sentenced to 50 
years in prison after he 
sold drugs to the same 
undercover officer for 
the third time in a 14-year period. He 
had actually argued “entrapment,” 
claiming that for the first sale, in 
1988, he was so young that he should- 
n’t be expected to remember later 
what the officer looked like. 

In September, Washington, DC, 
police charged George Haynes with 
three robberies and suspect he is the 
man who committed two dozen more 
in the area since being paroled in 
2004. Haynes was fingered for the lat- 
est robberies after he violated parole 


in July and was fitted with a global- 
positioning satellite-tracking device, 
linked to his ankle monitor. He appar- 
ently was not aware that police then 
knew his whereabouts 24 hours a day, 
to within a few feet, and found that 
Haynes was in the exact area of the 
three robberies at the exact, odd hours 
in which they occurred. 


RECURRING THEMES 

More Pain-Resistant People Scam- 
ming Insurance Companies: A 50- 
year-old dentist in Amsterdam, 
Netherlands, received only a suspend- 
ed sentence in November for a scheme 
in which he had chopped off a finger 
but then staged a car accident to claim 
the equivalent of about $2.2 million 
for the finger-maiming under his au- 
to policy. Also in November, a 35-year- 
old man in St. Johann, Austria, was 
arrested for trying to claim the equiva- 
lent of about $1.17 million in insur- 
ance based on his severed finger, from 
a bicycle injury, when, according to 
police, he had actually placed his fin- 
ger on a rail and let a train run over it.

Casey Dienel is in Portsmouth, New 

Hampshire, and she’s about to sing 
her Massachusetts song. It’s a Monday 
night at the Red Door — a living-room- 
style martini bar with crimson walls, snug 
couches, and candlelight — and the 21- 
year-old Scituate native is settled behind 
a silver Roland keyboard in a white blouse 
and stockinged feet, about to play “Frankie 
and Annette,” a Masshole revision of “Jack 
and Diane” with a Bonnie-and-Clyde twist 
(“It all started at a Red Sox ballgame”). 
The cutely chatty five-foot-tall blonde 
had pulled out “Frankie and Annette” a 
week ago at a tour stop in Athens, Ohio, 
when she’d heard that Jonathan Rich- 
man recently played the same room. 

But tonight the former New England 
Conservatory student doesn’t mention any 
of this, and instead introduces her forth- 
coming number to the packed house as “a 
song about two people who got fed up with 
working shitty jobs” (download the song 
at Bostonphoenix.com). Dienel has worked 
sundry “shitty jobs” — slicing exotic cheese 
in the South End, slapping together sand- 
wiches at Espresso Royale. That last gig in- 
spired the Jamaica Plain resident to scrib- 
ble a song called “Rules for Survival,” about 
how much she hates deli meat. “Rules” 
didn’t end up on Wind-Up Canary, Dienel’s 
first full-length on Hush Records, the Ore- 
gon indie label that first supported the De- 
cemberists. But other songs with adorably 
eccentric subjects did. Like “Doctor Mon- 
Toe,” a show-tune-y, drum-brushed opener 
about a deranged drunk she once met on a 
train in Europe who communicates with 
the sixth dimension through public uri- 
nals and smells like turpentine. Or the 
gracefully sad ode to a defeatist friend 
who, Dienel recalls, “was just being a total 
dick and trying to write everybody out.” 
That one’s called “Fat Old Man.” 

Wind-Up Canary is full of these idiosyn- 
cratic turns, such as autumn personified as 
a wintery beggar “jangling a coffee cup 
outside Store 24,” in the wanderlust 
bitten, harmonica-soothed “Cabin Fever.” 
Throughout the record, Dienel’s lyrics are 
literary constructions decked with richly 
descriptive props: Polaroids, Playboy maga- 
zines, barrettes, strawberry wine, baked 
Alaska, needlepoint, a Folgers can, a 
Cracker Jack box. She also manages to slip 
euphemistic one-liners such as “I called in 
sick to the bathtub today” into a song with

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the memorable chorus “Oh you held me like 
a tundra” — without seeming overwrought. 

“I love words,” Dienel explains softly on 
the ride up to Portsmouth. “I always really 
like details.” 

Even Dienel’s online biography reads 
more like the first sentence of a novel than 
typical PR drivel: “I grew up in a small sea- 
side village with the cockleshells and sand 
mites.” She started playing piano at the 
age of four. “This might sound like Little 
Einstein, but I remember looking at the pi- 
ano and I could hear songs in my head,” 
she recalls. Her father’s a guitarist, so in- 
evitably “my parents kind of hooked me up 
to the good stuff, like Carole King and Joni 
Mitchell.” In school, she couldn’t deal with 
pecking out children’s’ standards on the 
keyboard. “When you’re a kid and you’re 
exposed to [Joni Mitchell] and someone 
gives you a song called ‘Three Hungry Snow- 
men,’ you’re just like, ‘Give me a break.’” 

Throughout adolescence, Dienel was 
shy. Even worse, “I was really gawky too. I 
didn’t have boobs until I was, like, 18.” So 
music “was a good way to make friends. 

She has plenty of friends now. Fellow 
ivory-banger Amanda Palmer from the 
Dresden Dolls is a fan. For more than a 
year, Dienel has been a sometime member 
of the Newburyport orchestral-folk collec- 
tive Tiger Saw. And Dienel’s boyfriend is 
Nat Baldwin, a Portsmouth-based vocalist 
and upright-bass player who opened for 
her at the Red Door. 

Dienel is moving to Brooklyn in 2006. 
But today she’s still in New England, fin- 
ishing up her set with Wind-Up Canary’s 
closer, “The La La Song.” Cajoling nearly 
everyone into a sing-along of la-la-la’s, she 
bounds up from the keyboard and runs 
around the room. As Dienel hopscotches 
among the square ottomans, waving her 
arms for everyone to continue, one woman 
in a ponytail cuddled up with a goateed 
guy in a front-row couch mouths to her 
companion, “I like her.” ©

Katrina to mounting American casualties 
in Iraq, from his refusal to outlaw torture to 
revelations that he authorized no-warrant 
wiretapping in probable violation of the 
law, Bush is looking battered and vulnera- 
ble. Surely the Democrats can take advan- 
tage of that in 2006 by grabbing back one 
or both branches of Congress. Right? 
Well, don’t get your hopes up. Last 
week, as the furor over the wiretapping 
story was reaching a crescendo, the re- 
sults of the latest Washington Post/ABC 
News poll were released. Believe it or not, 
they showed that the president’s approval 
rating had actually leaped up, from a 


Nixon-esque 39 percent in early November 
to an anemic-but-definitely-breathing 
47 percent. 

How could this be? Bill Clinton —a 
Democrat who knows how to win — put it 
best. “When people feel uncertain, they’d 
rather have somebody who’s strong and 
wrong than somebody who’s weak and 
right,” he said at the 2004 Democratic Na- 
tional Convention. Unfortunately, there’s 
little question that many Americans to- 
day see Democrats as weak, if not neces- 
sarily right. And thank you, Nancy Pelosi 
and Jay Rockefeller, for reminding every- 
one of that when you whined pathetically 
about how you've been troubled by the 
wiretaps all along but didn’t think you 
could say anything. 

Still, at both the national and state lev- 
els, 2006 is shaping up as the best opportu- 
nity the Democrats have had in a long time 
to make significant gains. If the party is 
going to turn opportunity into success, 
though, it’s going to have to change its 
ways — and, so far, there’s little sign of 
that happening. Believing that 2006 will 
be a good year for the Democratic Party 
may not be completely irrational. But as 
Samuel Johnson once said, it amounts to 
the triumph of hope over experience.

50 rate him as the worst ever. It turned out 
that the survey, conducted by the History 
News Network, was some 19 months old. 
But surely few of those surveyed would have 
been likely in the interim to revise thei 
opinion of the Bush presidency upward. 

Yet despite all his failures and perverse 
policy priorities, Bush is unlikely to im 
plode. Not only is Bush’s smear-and-fear 
spinning apparatus unparalleled, but he’s 
got Congress on his side, a situation that 
will likely remain unchanged after the No- 

vernber '06 elections (see below). The reli- 
gious right continues to be strongly in his 
corner — and that support may only in- 
tensify, now that a federal judge has 
come down on the side of science and 
against creationism — er, “intelligent 


nits 


design” — in a landmark public-school deci- 
sion in Pennsylvania. Bush will probably 
survive his grotesque excesses on the na- 
tional-security front because he’s been able 
to transform the federal judiciary into a 
presidential-protection program. Samuel 
Alito, a reliable supporter of sweeping exec 
utive power, will provide him with addi- 
tional insurance on the Supreme Court. 

More than anything, though, the fate 
of the Bush presidency hinges on Iraq. Fol- 
lowing another successful election and 
some nascent signs that American forces 
are finally figuring out how to defeat the 
insurgency, it appears that there are some 
reasons to be optimistic. The ravings of 
FOX News’s Sean Hannity aside, there isn’t 
a Democrat alive who wouldn’t like to see 
Iraq transform itself into a pro-Western 
bastion of stability and human rights. The 
consensus of expert opinion is that six 
months from now we’ll know a lot more 
than we do today. 


CAPITOL PUNISHMENT 

Capturing the Senate in 2006 would appear 
to be an impossible goal for the Democrats. 
Outnumbered by a margin of 55 to 45, the 
party would have to win 23 of the 33 seats 
that will be contested this November in or- 
der to get to 51. 

Winning back the House for the first 
time since 1994 could be more easily accom- 
plished — at least theoretically. With all 435 
seats up for grabs every two years, a voter re- 
volt against the Republicans could sweep 
minority leader Pelosi and com] 


the majority. There ar 


e House ¢ 
dropped fr re than 100 to about 30 
over the past dozen years, thanks to redis- 
tricting aimed at protecting incumbents of 
both parties. That means the playing field 
is a lot smaller than it appears. 

Not that it couldn’t happen. The stench 
of corruption that has descended over con 
gressional Republicans undermines their 
principal strength: the perception that 
they’re somehow more fiscally responsible 
than the Democrats. Former Democratic 
political consultant Michael Goldman, 
now a talk-show host with Bloomberg Ra- 
dio, says voters may conclude that “we 
might as well have the pigs in the trough 
care about us instead of just the rich peo- 
ple.” (Goldman’s program, Simply Put, can 
be heard locally from 7 to 9 pm and 10 pm 
to midnight on WBBR, AM 1330.) 

And winning back the House would mat- 
ter. Not only could a Democratic House stop 
some of the Bush administration’s worst ex- 
cesses (last week’s $40 billion in budget 
cuts, including student loans, comes to 
mind), but it could also order hearings into 
such matters as the White House’s deficient

war planning, the wiretaps, the Valerie 
Plame matter, and the like. Katrina has al- 
ready morphed into the scandal that the 
media forgot. Democratic hearings into the 
Bush administration’s mind-boggling neg- 
ligence would remind the public that the 
White House is no better at rebuilding New 
Orleans than it was at rebuilding Fallujah. 
No doubt the Republicans would attempt to 
tar newly empowered Democrats as obstruc- 
tionists. But if the public doesn’t like the 
things that the Democrats are obstructing, 
that would be all to the good. 


AND THEY'RE OFF! 

Already? Good grief. Yes, it’s true: 2006 
will be a crucial year for those seeking to 
run for president in 2008. 
Locally, Massachusetts 
governor Mitt Romney, a 
Republican who an- 
nounced earlier this 
month that he wouldn’t 
seek re-election, has been 
campaigning for months. 

Romney’s greatest hope 
— and potentially his 
biggest albatross — is the 
first-in-the-nation New 
Hampshire primary. As 
the governor of a bordering 
state, Romney has a natural 
advantage over the rest of 
the field. Unfortunately for 
him, that advantage means 
he absolutely, positively 
has to win the Granite 
State in order to be a credi- 
ble candidate. And New Hampshire already 
has a favorite Republican son: Arizona sen- 
ator John McCain, who whipped Bush in 
2000 only to fade badly once the campaign 
turned to the South. 

James Pindell, managing editor of Poli- 
ticsNH.com, likens the prospect of a Mc- 
Cain-Romney battle to Survivor: “One candi- 
date will have to be booted off the island.” 

On the Democratic side, Massachusetts 
senator John Kerry hasn’t stopped running 
since his narrow loss to Bush in November 
2004. At this stage, though, the nomination 
appears to be New York senator Hillary Clin- 
ton’s for the taking — and it seems increas- 
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ingly apparent that she’s taking. A cold-eyed 
observer may wonder how Hillary — perhaps 
the most divisive Democrat in the country — 
can win a single state that Kerry lost. But 
unless a dark horse such as lowa governor 
Tom Vilsack or former Virginia governor 
Mark Warner can stop her, it looks as 
though we're going to find out. 


BEACON THRILL 

Whether the governor’s powers are exer- 
cised by Governor Romney, Lieutenant 
Governor Kerry Healey, or some combina- 
tion of the two, Republican irrelevance 
will continue. Activists worry that Rom- 
ney will veto much-needed legislation 
such as a bill that would set aside up to $25 
million a year for crum- 
bling cultural institutions 
(passed by both the House 
and the Senate) and one 
that would make it possi- 
ble to purchase hypoder- 
mic needles without a pre- 
scription, a key anti-AIDS 
measure (passed by the 
House, now awaiting Sen- 
ate approval). In both cas- 
es, though, it’s more than 
likely that the overwhelm- 
ingly Democratic legisla- 
ture would easily override 
the governor’s veto. 

The politics of same- 
sex Marriage may play an 
outsize role in the gover- 
nor’s race. Which is why 
Democrats ought to worry 
that their front-runner for the gubernato- 
rial nomination, Attorney General Tom 
Reilly, is detested by many gay activists 
for his hostile maneuvers — pushing for 
civil unions in the teeth of a contrary de- 
cision by the state’s Supreme Judicial 
Court, enforcing an ancient and obscure 
law to ban out-of-state same-sex couples 
from marrying here, and, more recently, 
approving an initiative petition for an anti- 
marriage constitutional amendment. 
(Two previous attorneys general, Scott 
Harshbarger and Jim Shannon. said he’d 
made the wrong call.) 

Reilly’s Democratic opponent, former 


Clinton-administration official Deval 
Patrick, has made a favorable impression 
on the gay community. But though Patrick 
has stirred up some excitement in progres- 
sive circles, he remains a long shot. 

All of which leaves the Republicans well 
positioned to win their fifth consecutive 
Bay State gubernatorial election. The 
untested Healey favors civil unions rather 
than gay marriage, which means her posi- 
tion isn’t all that different from Reilly’s. 
But she’s done little to anger gay activists, 
and there are hopes that she might prove 
more moderate with Romney out of the 
way. Businessman Christy Mihos, who 
might challenge Healey for the nomina- 
tion, is a supporter of gay marriage. 

In the end, same-sex marriage is proba- 
bly not going to decide the gubernatorial 
election. But given the considerable appeal 
that the Republicans already have in terms 
of playing watchdog in an overwhelmingly 
Democratic state, it’s interesting that a 
progressive issue the Democrats ought to 
own could wind up cutting the other way. 


TOMMY’S TUNE 

As he enters his fourth — and possibly not 
his final — term as Boston’s mayor, Tom 
Menino continues to show that he can be 
both sublime and ridiculous. 

An example of the former came recently, 
when he was honored at the annual 
Catholic Charities dinner, an occasion 
boycotted by Archbishop Sean O’Malley 
under pressure from conservative activists 
angered by Menino’s stances on gay mar- 
riage and abortion rights. 

“What moves me about being a Christ- 
ian is what Jesus taught us about being re- 
ligious,” Menino said, according to press 
accounts. “He did not give priority to piety. 
He didn’t make holiness the big thing. And 
he did not tell us to go around talking up 
God, either.” An example of the latter: 
Menino’s announcement, as part of an anti- 
crime initiative, that he would push store 
owners to stop carrying T-shirts embla- 
zoned with the words stop sniTcHin’. (The 
mayor later modified his stance on that.) 

Menino faces enormous challenges, and 
elected officials in their fourth terms are 
rarely able to call on the same kind of tal- 


ent that was available to them when they 
were fresh and new. In his State of the City 
address in January, Menino is expected to 
address Boston’s acute shortage of afford- 
able housing, a hardy perennial. But the 
biggest crisis Menino faces is the rise in vi- 
olent crime. And even though the 2000- 
member Boston Police Department is short 
by about 200 officers, there’s little evidence 
that the troubled force would be up to the 
task even if it had more resources. 

But that doesn’t stop the mayor from 
keeping the spotlight on funding. “The 
federal government doesn’t care about 
what’s happening in the cities of Ameri- 
ca,” Menino told the Washington Post last 
week, “They just walked away from us.” 

There’s a lot of truth in that. And the 
state hasn’t exactly been forthcoming with 
assistance, either. Which only makes it all 
the more imperative that the mayor 
demonstrate city government can solve its 
own problems. 

One of Menino’s brightest success sto- 
ries has been school superintendent 
Thomas Payzant, but Payzant is retiring at 
the end of June. Thus it’s crucial that 
Menino find a capable replacement. 

A mixed part of the Menino legacy — 
the South Boston Waterfront — appears to 
be taking a turn for the better. The Boston 
Convention and Exhibition Center, derided 
as a possible white elephant when it 
opened in 2004, is now doing well enough 
that Boston has been named the seventh- 
leading convention destination by 
Tradeshow Week magazine — the first time 
it’s made the top 10 in more than two 
decades. As hotels continue to be built in 
that area, the situation will only improve. 

More than a dozen years into his may- 
oralty, Menino seems invigorated by his 
te-election victory this past November over 
city councilor Maura Hennigan. Whether 
that vigor can lead to new ideas, though, 
remains to be seen. His Honor has never 
been renowned for possessing much of a 
vision, That’s not likely tochange. ©

While 2006 may not bring the Red Sox 
another World Series or get more than 
three people to watch the Bruins on TV, 
it will be a topsy-turvy year of spills, 
thrills, and chills. And there is only one

A FLAG FOR LA-LA LAND 

The 2006 baseball season starts out poorly 
for the Red Sox. Theo Epstein declines 
another entreaty to rejoin the front office 
in order to head up the fledging “Kerry 
o8” presidential campaign. That breeds 
trouble when ace pitcher Curt Schilling 
responds by threatening to retire in order 
to become press secretary for Mitt Rom 
ney’s White House bid. (Schilling is 
talked out of the move only when WEEI 
agrees to give him his own weekend 
show, bumping the likable “Preacher and 








Teacher” combo of Larry Johnson and 
Craig Mustard 
To the disgust of Red Sox Nation, John- 


ny Damon gets off to a torrid start for the 
Yankees, finding that short right-field 

porch to his liking and belting 10 homers 
in the first month of the season. Soon, he 


is the toast of the Apple, his clean-cut vis- 


age adorning billboards in Times Square. 
He becomes a regular guest on Imus in the 
Morning, and begins holding forth on poli- 
tics with the I-Man’s favorite pundits, 
Tim Russert and Howard Fineman. 

At the same time, Manny Ramirez, 
whose trade demands cannot be met, 
grudgingly shows up, but his heart is 
clearly not in it. In a classic case of “Man- 
ny Being Manny,” he spends one entire 
game inside the Green Monster wall 
rather than manning his position in left 
field. Forced to go with only eight defend- 
ers on the Fenway diamond, the Sox are 
mauled by the woeful Devil Rays 27-6. 
Manager Terry Francona promises to talk 
to Manny soon about his “unorthodox de- 
fensive positioning.” 

Given baseball’s tougher policy on per- 
formance-enhancing drugs, a number of 
players enter the 2006 season with that 
suddenly shrunken Sammy Sosa and 
Pudge Rodriguez look — claiming, of 
course, that they “ate better” and hired 
new personal trainers during the off-sea-

son. Barry Bonds returns to the Giants 
healthy and raring to go. But in a stun- 
ning development, Bonds, ensnared in 
the BALCO case, is arrested by Pac Bell se- 
curity guards while rounding third base 
after blasting home run number 714, 
which would have tied him for second 
place all time with Babe Ruth. Because 
he never stepped on home plate, he is 
officially awarded a triple and remains 
in third place on the homer list. A 
shell-shocked Commissioner Bud Selig 
mutters something about “the integrity 
of the game.” 

But it’s the crackdown on ampheta- 
mines, or greenies, that really begins to 
affect play in 2006. Forced to function on 
adrenaline alone, the average starter now 
tosses an average of 75 pitches a game be- 
fore requiring relief. Stolen bases de- 
crease by 50 percent (who has the ener- 
gy?) and the Detroit Tigers actually forfeit 
a garme when the players vote not to play 
the second half of a rainout make-up dou- 
ble-header. Meanwhile, baseball is forced 
to consider a midnight curfew for games 
when Players Association boss Don Fehr 
complains that his union members “need 
their beauty sleep.” 

The balance of power continues to 
shift in the American League. The Red 
Sox, forced to go with Tony Graffanino at 
shortstop and Bubba Crosby (a preseason 
pick-up from New York) in center field, 
win only 87 games and fail to make the 
playoffs. The Yankees’ luck sours when 
Damon injures himself during a Vanity Fair 
photo shoot and is replaced in center by — 
an aging Bernie Williams. A perennial 
fan favorite, Williams surprisingly leads 
American League outfielders in fielding 
percentage. Unfortunately, that’s because 
he only manages to get his glove on only 
one fly ball all year. The Yanks sink to 
third place. 

So who wins it all? The newly re- 
vamped Los Angeles Dodgers, of course, 
who defeat the Cleveland Indians in a sev- 
en-game series. Derek Lowe wins three 
games in the Fall Classic, Billy Mueller 
knocks in the winning run in Game Sev- 
en, and Nomar is named both National 
League Comeback Player of the Year and 
MVP. But the real story behind the 
Dodgers is manager Grady Little’s skillful 
use of his bullpen. Now quick to remove 
any starter at the first sign of trouble, Lit- 
tle reprises Sparky Anderson’s old nick- 
name of “Captain Hook.” 

“Why can’t we get someone like Little

to run the Red Sox?” bellows NESN 
studio analyst Kevin Millar, as the 
Dodgers enjoy their ticker-tape parade 
along Rodeo Drive. 


ANOTHER SUPER BOWL 

To absolutely no one’s surprise, the reju- 
venated and now healthy Pats make it to 
Super Box XL (that’s qo), and face the de- 
fensively stingy Chicago Bears in a re- 
match of the infamous 46-10 1986 drub- 
bing. The Bears make it tough on Tom 
Brady and company, holding them to 220 
total yards and only 17 points. But unfor- 
tunately for the Monsters of the Midway, 
the Rex Grossman-Kyle Orton quarter- 
back combo manages to amass only 37 to- 
tal yards and o points. The single biggest 
offensive play for the Bears is a five-yard 
encroachment penalty against Willie 
McGinest in the fourth quarter. 

After the game, the players and owner 
Bob Kraft are ecstatic about their fourth 
Lombardi trophy in five years. But amid 
the champagne and celebrating, Coach 
Bill Belichick is noticeably subdued. 
When asked what’s on his mind, the 
coach admits he’s preoccupied with the 
2006-2007 exhibition season-opening 
game against the Detroit Lions. “They’ll 
be a much improved team and we better 
not take them for granted,” he warns 
somberly. 

Unfortunately, the Patriots’ Super 
Bowl win is knocked off the next day’s 
front page in the Globe and Herald by a 
hastily called Larry Lucchino press confer- 
ence announcing that the Red Sox have 
just hired two new interns in their ticket- 
sales office. 

In the college-football championship 
game, the January 4 Rose Bowl, Texas en- 
gineers a mild upset of USC, winning 
75-72 in three overtimes. Reggie Bush 
runs for 471 yards in the loss. After sound- 
ly defeating Florida State in the Orange 
Bowl (no way I’m calling it the FedEx 
Orange Bowl), beloved Penn State coach 
Joe “Pa” Paterno announces he plans to 
retire in 2020. 

Some of the biggest football news is 
made in the booth when, after 36 years on 
ABC, Monday Night Football migrates to ES- 
PN. After trying several combinations, the 
all-sports network decides to replicate the 
famous Howard Cosell/Don Meredith/ 
Frank Gifford chemistry by hiring Billy

NUMBER 33 RETURNS 

On the hardwood, it’s difficult for the 
new-look Celtics to generate any real mo- 
mentum or interest in the 2006 season. 
Halfway through the campaign, they are 
a disappointing 17-23. Still, playoff hopes 
run high, since that puts them right in 
the thick of things in the highly competi- 
tive and wildly entertaining Atlantic Di- 
vision with Philly (18-22), New Jersey (19- 


21), the Knicks (16-24), and Toronto (12- 
28). With fan interest in the club dwin- 
dling, however, the Celtic owners make a 
popular move by replacing executive di- 
rector of basketball operations Danny 
Ainge with the legendary Larry Bird. Bird 
admits he can’t improve the Green im- 
mediately.

ith bad news about 2005 
Sales figures flooding the 
accounting departments at 
the major labels in a year 
that’s ended on a flat note 
in record stores, it’s easy to overlook just 
how well indie labels have been doing. 
From little ol’ Merge down in Chapel Hill, 
where big little bands like the Arcade Fire 
were joined by profitable reissues of Di- 
nosaur Jr.’s first three albums, all the way 
out to Nebraska’s Saddle Creek, home to 
Conor Oberst’s ever-changing Bright Eyes, 
to the tiny imprints like Secretly Canadian 
(which scored a big hit with Antony and 
the Johnsons’ Mercury Prize-winning 1Am 
a Bird Now) and Asthmatic Kitty (Sufjan 
Stevens, anyone?), the little guys have 
been reaching heights unheard of since 
Matador and Sub Pop were at the top of 
their game. The emergence of this new 
pop underground is clearly linked to the 
Fox teen drama The OC — or rather to the 
ongoing series of popular compilations 
tied to the show, even as they’ve stood 
alone as promotional tools for the likes of 
Death Cab for Cutie, the Killers, and Mod- 
est Mouse, to name but three recent mod- 
ern-rock success stories. 

The latest newcomers to be championed 
by The OC are a young British trio who don’t 
even have an album out in the US. The 
SUBWAYS had already won over their native 
England with Young for Eternity, which was 
released last July to reviews like “The sexi- 
est thing to sweep rock ’n’ roll off its feet 
in years” (NME), when Music from the OC Mix 
5 (Warner Bros.) came calling. Not only did 
the trio’s romantic anthem “Rock ’n’ Roll 
Queen” make the cut, it’s the first track on 
Mixs, which appeared in early November, 
just in time to prime fans for the Subways’ 
first major US gig, a show at the Bait Shop. 
Yes, that is the name of the club in The OC, 
and the episode aired on November 17. 
Capitol couldn’t have asked for a better set- 
up for the American unveiling of Young for 
Eternity, a waiting-to-be-huge album that 
was quickly moved up from March to 
Valentine’s Day. Looking for more hooks? 
Well, scruffy frontman Billy Lunn and 
blonde bassist Charlotte Cooper, who often 
trade verses, are in pure puppy love, and 
drummer Josh Morgan is Lunn’s younger 
brother. It’s almost too perfect. But this is 
the album to watch for in the first quarter 
of 2006. 

The genuine indie upsurge begins on 
January 24, with a trio of very different fe- 
male singers. Beth Ditto fronts the Kill 
Rock Stars blooze-punk powerhouse the 
GOSSIP with a Big Mama Thornton voice 
and a whole lot of sassy attitude. But on 
the guitar/drums/voice trio’s Standing in the 
Way of Control, Ditto, an Olympia-by-way-

But the most eagerly awaited January 24 
indie release comes from Chan Marshall’s 
new and improved CAT POWER. The Greatest 
(Matador) is as fully produced and 
confident-sounding as its title suggests. 
It’s also a departure: Marshall recorded it 
in Memphis with Mabon “Teenie” Hodges 
and Leroy “Flick” Hodges, the guitar/bass 
brother act who worked with Al Green and 
Willie Mitchell starting way back in the 
late ’60s and haven't lost any of their soul- 
ful sense of swing or groove.

The 
good news is that a number of major play- 
ers in the local rock scene are set to deliver 
new music in the next few months that 
will keep us sane until our exile ends and 
we rock again next spring. 

Still riding high from the fervor sur- 
rounding their 2004 comeback, ONoffON 
(Matador), revered art-rock innovators MIS- 
SION OF BURMA will drop their third studio 
album on May 9. The as-yet-untitled disc 
was recorded in September at Q Division in 
Somerville. Fourth member/tape manipu- 
lator/sound engineer Bob Weston, also of 
Shellac, helmed sessions that produced 14 
new songs including “Good, Not Great,” 
“Nancy Reagan’s Head,” and “Ridiculosity.” 
Bassist/singer Clint Conley has said the 
band are playing better than ever before. 
But don’t worry, some things never 
change.

A full slate of winter shows

he winter concert scene’s got 

something for everybody, from 

Averi to Zakir Hussain. Okay, I 

couldn’t resist that bit of alpha- 

betical hackery, but it’s true. 
Major rock, world-music, and country 
stars coming through the region include 
the Rolling Stones, Billy Joel, and Motley 
Criie, Ladysmith Black Mambazo and the 
Kronos Quartet, Brad Paisley and Brooks & 
Dunn. The clubs are offering buzz bands 
like Marah, alt-rock pioneers like Camper 
Van Beethoven and Guided by Voices’ 
Robert Pollard, and local MVPs like guitarist 
Chris Brokaw and freewheelers Sunburned 
Hand of the Man. 

Notable by its absence is polka, but in 
Boston it’s St. Pat, not St. Casmir, who’s 
more revered. And one of the most irrever- 
ent respected traditions here is the annual 
DROPKICK MURPHYS’ St. Patrick’s Day con- 
cert series at Avalon (15 Lansdowne St, 
Boston). This year they headline with a 
football-team-sized roster of guest openers 
March 15-19. Our home-town punk heroes 
have some serious competition for one of 
those nights, however, since the original 
POGUES — including Shane McGowan, who 
along with cockroaches will be the sole hu- 
man survivor of the ultimate nuclear 
conflagration — are regrouping on Boston’s 
Orpheum Theatre (1 Hamilton Place) stage 
on March 14 and 15. Meanwhile, venerable 
Irish ensemble the CHIEFTAINS play their 
annual Bank of America Celebrity Series 
St. Paddy’s concert at Symphony Hall (301 
Mass Ave, Boston) on March 11 (617.266.1200). 

The week before, on the 8th, the only 
slightly less impervious MOTLEY CRUE, with 
at least three members who’ve been de- 
clared medically dead, continue to surprise 
by playing the godawfully named Dunkin’ 
Donuts Center (1 LaSalle Square) in Provi- 
dence. Then again, is the TD Banknorth 
Garden (1 FleetCenter Place) that much bet- 
ter a moniker? I’ll hang here in my Ameri- 
can Standard apartment and ponder that — 
at least until the ROLLING STONES tumble 
into the house where Boston Garden once 
stood on January 13 and 15, with alt-rock 
survivors SLOAN as their opener. BILLY JOEL 
will do his three-night stand there on Janu- 
ary 19 and 30 and February 4. 

If you’re hankerin’ for some big time 
country, you’re gonna have to head south. 
But only to the Mohegan Sun Arena (on 
Mohegan Sun Blvd) in Uncasville, Con- 
necticut, where BRAD PAISLEY and SARA 
EVANS tip their wide-brimmed hats on Feb- 
Tuary 10 and BROOKS & DUNN sidle up two 
nights later. The casino/entertainment 
center will also host INXS, the Aussie funk- 
pop phoenixes who’re enjoying a shot in 
the arm from reality TV — the same bullet 
that killed television writing and wounded

If you find INXS’s corporate-engineered 
rebirth as despicable as I do, you might 
prefer to take refuge in Boston’s Orpheum 
on February 7 or at the State Theater (see, 
those are real venue names) in Portland the 
night before and get lost in the warm sonic 
universe of Icelandic art-rockers SIGUR 
ROS. Another reunion show takes place at 
the Somerville Theatre (55 Davis Square) on 
January 19. Chris Squire has regrouped 
with singer Steve Nardelli in the service of 
the SYN, the band the two shared in 
swinging ’60s London before Squire joined 
Yes and Nardelli went into the apparel 
business. They’ve also recorded their first 
album in 40 years, Syndestructible (Umbrel- 
lo). And if that’s all too deep, there’s RICKY 
MARTIN at Boston’s Opera House (539 
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Washington St) on February 8. 

GEORGE CARLIN, comedy’s first rock star, 
is at Boston’s Wang Theatre on February 
25, and NINE INCH NAILS, who put on dy- 
namic live shows but are always, alas, 
sparing on laughs, play the Cumberland 
County Civic Center in Portland on Febru- 
ary 28. 

The Paradise Rock Club (967 Comm Ave, 
Boston) has some sizzilers in its main 
room.

As always, Cambridge’s Middle East 
club (472 Mass Ave) is shakin’ plenty of ac- 
tion. CAMPER VAN BEETHOVEN roll into the 
downstairs room on January 13 with open- 
ers TRAMPLED BY TURTLES, an alt-bluegrass 
outfit from Minnesota. Although CVB have 
been doing reunion shows since 2000, this 
time they’ve actually cut a new album, New 
Roman Times (Pitch a Tent). Leader David 
Lowery says it’s a concept disc: “The main 
character is a soldier from the Fundamen- 
talist Christian Republic of Texas, and the 
songs follow this soldier and other people 
through the story. But it’s not really that 
serious — there’s space aliens, and we blow 
up the disco at the end.” 

Upstairs two days later, it’s the “MAXIE 
AWARDS” at the blinding hour of 1 pm. 
That’s a little early for heavy drinking, but 
many of the presenters — who include 
Robby Roadsteamer, founder T Max, Peter 
Moore, Michelle Paulhaus, and Pat Mc- 
Grath — at the annual event sponsored by 
durable local fanzine the Noise are likely to 
make an exception for this splendid affair 
that honors members of the Boston-area 
music scene. 

The roster of Middle East downstairs 
shows includes more indie-rock heroes, 
like rising stars OF MONTREAL (all ages; 
March 5), the SMOKING POPES (March 6), 
MAGNOLIA ELECTRIC COMPANY (March 27), 
and veterans the WEDDING PRESENT (March

Just around the corner at T.T. the Bear’s 
Place (10 Brookline St), a band who’ve got a 
cut on nearly every college hipster’s iPod, 
Philadelphia’s MARAH, play on January 12. 
They’re eclectic, they’re interesting, they 
rock like SOBs, and they still can’t quite 
become the new Replacements, but 
they’re working hard at it. And local he- 
roes DEAR LEADER may have come along too 
late to catch the emo train to the majors, 
but their hearts-on-sleeves rock songs and 
former Sheila Devine frontman Aaron Per- 
rino’s soaring, epic voice have captured 
plenty of fans here, as their January 27-28 
booking attests. 


Back in Somerville’s Davis Square, John- 


ny D’s Uptown Lounge (17 Holland St; 
617.776.2004) gets down and dirty in late 
February, with CLIFTON CHENIER on the 
23rd and the HOLMES BROTHERS the follow- 
ing night. Louisiana’s Chenier is the son 
of the late inventor of zydeco, Clifton Che- 
nier, and he does his daddy proud, gener- 
ating plenty of heavily swinging dance- 
floor stomp. The Holmes Brothers are 
Harlem’s reigning blues ambassadors, and 
though they may be playing the Devil’s 
music, they sing in angelic harmonies and 
throw the occasional gospel song into the 
mix just to keep Satan’s minions at bay. 
But you don’t have to wait that long fora 
good dose of blues. Locals BILL McQUAID, 
LLOYD THAYER, and MARK TOLSTRUP play 
the room on January io. Farther afield, 


New Orleans-bred songwriter CHRIS 
SMITHER is there on March 7, in a rare local 
club date, and fellow Louisiannes BEAU- 
SOLEIL deliver their Cajun artistry on 
March 25. Afropop fans can also catch 
SANKAI SOUND 7 on January 20. 

Like a little poetry with freewheeling 
music? Then Sunday is your night at Cam- 
bridge’s Lizard Lounge (1667 Mass Ave; 
617.547.0759), Where spoken-word master 
JEFF ROBINSON and his trio hold court. The 
music ranges from jazz to blues to country 
to rock to groove, sometimes all in the 
same piece as Robinson and guests keep 
the words and the ideas flowing. On Janu- 
ary 20 at the Lizard, local rocker Chris Mas- 
cara and his band MASCARA celebrate the 
release of their new Spell (Mr. Fibul’s) along 
with co-billers BINARY SYSTEM (featuring 
Mission of Burma’s Roger Miller and Bad 
Saints’ Larry Dersch), RAMONA SILVER, and 
REVEREND GLASSEYE. 

P.A.’s Lounge (345 Somerville Ave; 
617.776.1557) has emerged as a well-needed 
refuge for avant-garde rock as it’s hosted 
recent shows by Eugene Chadbourne and 
Bright. On January 12 the unpredictable 
SUNBURNED HAND OF THE MAN collective ar- 
rive at the club’s intimate stage; guitar 
wrangler CHRIS BROKAW (of Codeine, 
Come, Consonant, and a slew of bands 
whose names begin with other letters) 
brings his own group in February 4. 

They don’t call Allston “Rock City” for 
nuthin’. Proof: PARANOID SOCIAL CLUB cart 
their psychedelic-garage-plus-funk-soul- 
ska sound to Harpers Ferry (156 Brighton 
Ave; 617.254.7380) on January 20 with 
openers HEADCOLD, a tribute to Radiohead 
and Coldplay.

Also worth noting 
are the regular Tuesday-night bluegrass 
jams at the Cantab Lounge (738 Mass Ave, 
Cambridge; 617.354.2685), where players at 
all levels get an opportunity to dive in and 
host GEOFF BARTLEY features headliners 
that are often among the best up-and-com- 
ers on the national touring circuit. 

Given Boston’s eclectic tastes and demo- 
graphics, it’s no surprise this is one of the 
country’s top markets for world music. Or 
that one of the nation’s chief world-music 
promoters, the aptly named World Music, 
is based in Cambridge. World Music and 
its more experimental arm, CRASHarts, 
have a very active line-up of concerts this 
winter; visit www.worldmusic.org or call 
617.876.4275. Among the highlights is 
their annual “FLAMENCO FESTIVAL,” which

Cape Breton fiddleQueen NATALIE Mac- 
MASTER keeps the focus on the fingers, not 
the feet, when she brings her blazing ap-

4. She’s followed there by the revered 
African vocal ensemble LADYSMITH BLACK 
MAMBAZO — of both Paul Simon’s Graceland 
and Lifesavers-commercial fame — on Feb- 
Tuary 11. Cape Verdean singer CESARIA EVO- 
RA, whose fiery emotions smoked Cassan- 
dra Wilson’s headlining set a few years 
back at the Fleet Enema Pavilion or what- 
ever the hell that place on Boston Harbor 
was Called back then, plays the Orpheum 
on March 31, delivering a lesson in author- 
itative song salesmanship that transcends 
language.

or the past half decade or so, saxo- 
phonist CHRIS POTTER has alternate- 
ly traveled with two of the best 
bandleaders in jazz, Dave Holland 
and Dave Douglas.

COVER | EPIC | Anyone who's ever 
sat through one those Ozzy solo sets 
that leads up to a big Black Sabbath 
climax at an Ozzfest will appreciate 
the logic of this all-covers disc: 
without “Iron Man” and the rest of 
Sabbath’s catalogue, the Ozman’s 
own songbook is mighty thin, give 
or take a “Crazy Train” or two. Of 
course, fans have every reason to be 
cynical about this single-disc 
repackaging of material from the 
Prince of Darkness four-CD box warmed 
over with a couple of outtakes that 
were likely left out for good reason 
Not even guest appearances by Jerry 
Cantrell, Leslie West, and Ian 
Hunter can make up for a“Go Now” 
that’s thoughtlessly overworked 
with strings and background har 
monies, or Ozzy’s odd robotic deliv 
ery of the ballads “Woman” and “In 
My Life.” (Is he sounding out the 
words as he reads them off a 
Teleprompter or what?) “Rocky 
Mountain Way,” “Mississippi 
Queen,” and “2zist Century Schizoid 
Man” are more his speed — slow, 
sludgy, and granite-hard in spite of 
too much studio goo. Give Ozzy, 
Sharon, or whoever’s making the 
decisions here credit for a “War 
Pigs” reworking of “For What It’s 
Worth,” and let’s just say Under 
Cover’s “Sympathy for the Devil” 
puts Axl’s to shame, even if Ozzy 
delivers “What's my name?” in a 
tone that suggests he doesn’t know. 
As that chorus of what sound like a 
bunch of Kellys in the Mott cover re- 
peat over and over again until 
you’re certain Ozzy’s just not hear 
ing them, “All the young dudes/Carry 
the news.”

moans atop post-disco dance beats.

Their newly acquired relevance 
might have enabled INXS to get 
some mileage out of a reunion this 
year if Hutchence, in all ways the 
band’s focal point, hadn’t died in 
1997. So instead, the surviving 
members submitted themselves to 
the televised machinations of Sur- 
vivor creator Mark Burnett, who 
made them the center of an American 
Idol-like contest in which US TV 
watchers would see the band select 
Hutchence’s successor from a group 
of hairsprayed hopefuls. They ap 
propriately chose J.D. Fortune, a 
moody, dark-haired guy who looks 
as if he’d rather be in the Bravery. 
Switch, the first INXS album since 
"97's Elegantly Wasted, sounds as con- 
trived as Burnett’s game show, 
without even the backbiting reality- 
show bullshit; all you get are clum- 
sy pre-fab grooves about hot girls 
and perfect strangers and how it 
ain’t pretty when the pretty leaves 
you. No joke, guys.

}®® MARK LEMHOUSE | THE 
GREAT AMERICAN YARD SALE | 
YELLOW DOG | Lemhouse transi- 
tions from solo blues-based song- 
writer to eclectic Americana explorer 
with his second album, sandwich- 
ing country, blues, bluegrass, and 
rock and roll into his intensely 
rhythmic electric/acoustic combo 
arrangements. It’s a shift that 
seems as natural for him as his 1997 
relocation from his native Salem 
(Oregon) to Memphis, where his 
subtle drawl and equally easeful 
command of Delta-fueled slide gui- 
tar make him seem more of a resi- 
dent than most natives. His lyrics 
are evocative of back-country ter- 
rain, full of stories of lost love and 
tortured souls — the kind of men 
who need to set a razor on the night- 
stand to keep the Devil at bay (to 
paraphrase “Scarlet”). But he’s gota 
great sense of humor, too. “You're a 
Bastard” is a belligerent drunk’s 
manifesto; “The Unofficial Ballad of 
Story Musgrave” is a tongue-in- 
cheek interior dialogue about the 














16-year wait the astronaut endures 
before flying his first space-shuttle 
mission, piqued by jealousy when 
he’s beaten into infinity and beyond 
by a chimp. Lemhouse does return 
to his solo roots with the banjo- 
and-voice hardscrabble tale “Never 
Me,” but it sounds more like a 
refugee from an Otis Taylor album 
than one of his own edgy stories, 
which, like his North Mississippi 
reworking of the traditional “Cluck 
Old Hen,” shake the house with 
juke-joint thunder, or blow gently 
as a hot breeze off the Mississippi.

SIC CUTS: BEST OF A DECADE 1) 
RAWKUS | Just seeing “Rawkus” 
and “classic” in the same sentence 
is telling: what ever happened to 
the label that made an entire gen. 
eration of college kids feel good 
about hip-hop in an era when 
gangstas ruled the streets? The la- 
bel that placed an educated Talib 
Kweli on a pedestal and made Mos 
Def a household name (or at least a 
Hollywood regular) and seemed 
poised to ignite some major-label 
goodness via MCA fell into the 
lovine sinkhole, never, it seemed, 
to be heard from again. Well, the 
prodigal Rawkus has returned to re- 
claim some of its swagger, offering 
a handful of familiar tracks as Clas- 
sic Cuts and acting as if the last two 
years had never happened. Nothing 
here’s going to win any new ears 
Who doesn’t already have Kweli’s 
“Get By” or Mos, Q-Tip & Tash’s 
“Body Rock” on his iPod or a mix- 
tape? And where is Pharoahe 
Monch’s “Simon Says,” the track 
that single-handedly put Rawkus 
on the map? Why are there nine 
cuts with Mos and none from Com- 
pany Flow, Skillz, or Sir Menelik? 
Classic Cuts is hardly a functional 

(or even accurate) anthology. But 

it does provide a taste of what was, 
if not what might have been. So 
don’t call ita comeback . . . at least 
not yet.

®®® JOHN LENNON | WALLS AND 
BRIDGES | CAPITOL | John Lennon's 
last solo album of new material be- 
fore his fallow “househusband” 
years arrived near the end of his 
“lost weekend” period, which found 
him drunk and out of control in Hol- 
lywood (with co-conspirator Harry 
Nilsson) after separating for a time 
from Yoko Ono. Although this 1974 
disc is not up there with, say, Imag- 
ine, it demonstrates that he had re- 
gained not only his footing as a 
songwriter but also his ability to ex 
press heartfelt emotions — surpris- 
ing given the chaos that was ruling 
his personal and professional life 
Or perhaps that’s what makes Wails 
and Bridges so compelling. He really 
was a mess when he wrote lines like 
“Somebody please, please help me, 
You know I'm drowning in a sea of 
hatred” (“Going Down on Love” 
And despite the rather routine El Lay 
musical accompaniment, this is 
pretty much the same Lennon of the 
landmark 1970 Plastic Ono Band: truth 
seeker, truth teller. On the dirge- 
like “Scared,” against the sounds of 
a howling wolf, he himself howls, 
“Hatred and jealousy, gonna be the 
death of me.” Then there’s the pen- 
sive “#9 Dream,” which is every bit 
as affecting as “Strawberry Fields 
Forever.” “Whatever Gets You 
Through the Night” still grates, the 
instrumental “Beef Jerky” is pur 
poseless, and his voice often sounds 
weary and distant. But the high 
points, and there are many, are bet- 
ter than you might remember. For 
this reissue, Yoko has remixed most 
of the tracks, brightening up the 
original aural murk, and tacked on 
a few bonuses including a stark, 
acoustic reading of “Nobody Loves 
You (When You Are Down and Out).”

}®® PELLUMAIR | SUMMER 
STORM | TUG BOAT | In an effort to 
explain the break-up of Pellumair 
just weeks before the release of their 
debut album, Jaymie Caplen, one 
half of the minimalist Southampton 
duo, told the British press that the 
band had been “kind of an accident 
to begin with” — a very happy acci 
dent, indeed. With Caplen handling 
vocals and sticking to acoustic guitar 
and Tom Stanton adding his own vo 
cals and electric guitar, the drumless 
Pellumair mix swirling shoegazer 
guitar squalls into what might oth 
erwise be just another stab at stan 
dard "6os neo-folk. Only 37 seconds 
into the opener, “Side for This,” 
Stanton delivers his first blow, as 
simple pluckings and breezy vocals 
give way to a Kevin Shields-like wall 
of guitars. It sets the tone for the rest 
of Summer Storm, as the duo deftly 
walk the line between lapping 
acoustic waves and churning electric 
deluge. “Silk As Her Era” is a gor- 
geous marriage of Ride-like roil and 
heavenly chiming guitar hooks 

Even straight-up ballads like the title 
track offer compelling twists and 
turns, along with cutting lyrics: “If 1 
ever had to choose between being 
with you and sunshine/I’m thinking 
I could get used to breakfast in bed in 
the dark.” It’s a shame Summer Storm 
is both Pellumair’s promising debut 
and their swan song — not to men- 
tion that it will likely remain a pricy 
import for years to come.

Politics as usual? 


Or will Hollywood cover the issues in 2006?

onspiracy, corruption, catastro- 

phe — politics and world events 

sure can be exciting. Even the 

mainstream news is taking an in- 

terest. All the same, it’s lagged 
well behind the movie industry, which 
last year addressed drug cartels (The Con- 
stant Gardener), the arms industry (Lord of 
War), the First Amendment (Good Night, and 
Good Luck), the oil corporations (Syriana), 
and the war on terror (Munich). Admirable 
but perhaps not prudent. Hollywood’s fo- 
cus on real-life problems might explain 
one of the biggest box-office dips in ages. 
Daunted by this downturn, will filmmak- 
ers turn away from relevant subjects and 
return to tried and true sequels, remakes, 
and out-and-out fluff? Or will they persist 
in their brave path, at least until the pre- 
Oscar limbo is over? 


JANUARY 

The worst-case scenario — politically 
speaking — is the Third Reich. Dennis 
Gansel’s NAPOLA — ELITE FUR DEN FUHRER| 
BEFORE THE FALL (January 6; all dates, even 
for next week, are subject to change) pro- 
vides a reminder of those dark days with 
this tale of a young German teenager who 
must choose between advancement in the 
party and loyalty to his pacifist best 
friend. In short, it’s a buddy movie. Fora 
less pointed version of the same scenario, 
try THE MATADOR (January 6), in which 
Pierce Brosnan and Greg Kinnear play an 
assassin and a businessman who meet ina 
Mexico City bar and hit it off. Richard 
Shepard (Mexico City) directs. Woody Allen’s 
Hitchcockian MATCH POINT (January 6), a 
thriller about marriage and its discontents 
in tony London, has been acclaimed as his 
return to form; Scarlett Johansson and 
Jonathan Rhys-Myers star. If Woody proves 
too edgy, you can always kick back and en- 
joy the inanity of GRANDMA'S BOY (January 
6), as a 35-year-old nerd moves in with his 
grandmother and her two elderly room- 
mates. It’s the first feature for Nicholas 
Goossen. No doubt some acerbic commen- 
tary about the plight of the elderly lurks in 
the subtext. 

Race relations get an airing in GLORY 
ROAD (January 13), the true story of the 
Texas Western coach who in 1966 took an 
all-black starting line-up into the NCAA 
basketball final against all-white Ken- 
tucky. Josh Lucas stars; it’s the feature de- 
but for director James Gartner. Terrence 
Malick takes on another true story of in- 
terracial conflict and resolution in THE 
NEW WORLD (January 13), a lush and long- 
winded version of the familiar story of 
Pocahontas, John Smith, and the 
Jamestown colony. Colin Farrell, Q’Orianka 


Kilcher, Christian Bale, and Christopher 
Plummer star. 

Those concerned about the right to pri- 
vacy might be interested in CACHE/HIDDEN 
(January 13), a thriller from Michael Haneke 
(The Piano Teacher) about a TV personality 
who receives covert videotapes of himself 
and his family. Daniel Auteuil and Juliette 
Binoche star. Maybe he’s got something 
to hide, like the title lovers of TRISTAN e 
ISOLDE (January 13). Kevin Reynolds, 


who’s already botched Robin Hood the Prince of 


Thieves, renders this classic medizval ro- 
mance starring James Franco and Sophia 
Myles. Maybe the guy in Caché doesn’t care 
who knows about his bad behavior, like 
John Wilmot, the 17th-century poet and 
debauchee played by Johnny Depp in Lau- 
rence Dunmore’s directorial debut, THE 
LIBERTINE (January 13). Or perhaps he’s 
merely blind, like the dissolute diplomat 
played by Ralph Fiennes in THE WHITE 
COUNTESS (January 13) who refuses to see 
the political turmoil around him as he per- 
severes in building the title nightclub. Al- 
so starring Natasha Richardson, and with 
a script by Kazuo Ishiguro (Remains of the 
Day), this is the last collaboration of direc- 
tor James Ivory and producer Ismail Mer- 
chant before the latter’s death. 

In LOOKING FOR COMEDY IN THE MUSLIM 
WORLD (January 20), Albert Brooks is ap- 
pointed to head a State Department initia- 
tive to find out what makes the Islamic 
world smile. Not only is this the best title 
of the year, but the premise could prove 
the turning point in the war on terror. 
Countering Brooks’s efforts are the consid- 
erable forces of the military/industrial 
complex, and they’re analyzed in WHY WE 
FIGHT (January 27), a powerful documen- 
tary from Eugene Jarecki (The Trials of Henry 
Kissinger). BUBBLE (January 27) is Steven 
Soderbergh’s latest, a hardscrabble noir 
made in his indie mode about a murder 
mystery in a small town. 


FEBRUARY 

AFTER INNOCENCE (February 3), Jessica 
Sanders’s documentary about innocent 
people unjustly imprisoned and released 
after being cleared by DNA evidence, 
should rattle some cages. The police 
work in those cases could be on a par 
with that of Inspector Clouseau in THE 
PINK PANTHER (February 10), a prequel to 
the 1963 comedy of the same name. Steve 
Martin takes the Peter Sellers role as the 
hapless detective; Shawn Levy (Cheaper by 
the Dozen) directs. 

The panthers evoked are more black 
than pink in Lars von Trier’s MANDERLAY 
(February 17). The sequel to his controver- 
sial Dogville offers the same minimalist

style as it centers on slavery in the 1930s 
South; Bryce Dallas Howard and Isaach de 
Bankolé star. FREEDOMLAND (February 17) 
takes a more conventional approach to the 
subject of racial tension as Joe Roth (Christ- 
mas with the Kranks) adapts the James Price 
novel about a white woman who accuses a 
black man of kidnapping her daughter. 
Samuel L, Jackson and Julianne Moore 
star. And despite its lurid sci-fi trappings, 
couldn’t ULTRAVIOLET (February 24) be con- 
sidered an allegory of racial or class 
conflict? In it a genetic disease has created 
a subspecies of vampires at war with the 
“normals.” Milla Jovovich stars; Kurt 
Wimmer (Equilibrium) directs. 


MARCH 

As spring returns, so does the repressed 
dark part of ourselves and our society that 
no superego can contain. It makes itself 
known in 16 BLOCKS (March 3), where 
Bruce Willis plays a cop who must escort a 
jive-ass witness the title distance to a 
courthouse while protecting him from as- 
sassins. Mos Def also stars; Richard Don- 
ner (Lethal Weapon) directs. It rolls over and 
plays dead in THE SHAGGY DOG (March 10), a 
remake of the 1959 Disney comedy about a 
guy who changes, werewolf style, into the 
title canine. Tim Allen stars; Brian Rob- 
bins (The Perfect Score) directs. But it’s back 
again in V FOR VENDETTA (March 17), first- 


time director James McTeigue’s adaptation 
of the David Lloyd & Alan Moore graphic 
novel about a futuristic terrorist who bat- 
tles tyranny. Scripted by the Wachowski 
brothers, the film stars Natalie Portman 
and Hugo Weaving. 

It’s the INSIDE MAN (March 24) whom 
we all fear and are drawn to — Spike 
Lee’s thriller is about a detective (Denzel 
Washington) and a master thief (Clive 
Owen) who face off when a bank heist 
deteriorates into a hostage situation. You 
might try to analyze this heart of dark- 
ness, as does Scotland Yard when it puts 
David Morrissey’s shrink on the case in 
BASIC INSTINCT 2: RISK ADDICTION (March 
31), which Michael Caton-Jones (Scandal) 
directs. But we all know that Sharon 
Stone’s seductress won’t remain alone on 
the couch for long. That’s because the evil 
we condemn is within ourselves. Case in 
point: A SCANNER DARKLY (March 31), 
Richard Linklater’s adaptation of the 
Philip K. Dick novel about a futuristic 
drug agent who’s the target of his own in- 
vestigation, with Keanu Reeves, Robert 
Downey Jr., Woody Harrelson, and 
Winona Ryder. Linklater uses the same 
animation process (interpolated rotoscop- 
ing) as he did in Waking Life. The film 
might not change many minds about the 
war on drugs, but it will be a great movie 
to watch while you’re high. ©

in 1959, when, giddy with the 
success of Breakfast at Tiffany's, 
Capote (Philip Seymour Hoff- 
man) comes upon a New York Times 
item about the murder of the 
Clutters, a family of four in tiny 
Holcomb, Kansas. Enlisting fel- 
low writer and childhood friend 
Nelle Harper Lee (Catherine 
Keener) as an assistant and 
“bodyguard,” he heads west to 
write a New Yorker article; there 
he meets Perry Smith (Clifton 
Collins jr.), who with Dick Hick- 
ock (Mark Pellegrino) had 
butchered the Clutters for $50. 
Miller provides stark and exact- 
ing direction, and Hoffman re- 
produces with fluid mastery the 
voice, gestures, and somehow 
even the diminutive height of 
the literary gnome. After the 
bleak Kansas sequences, the New 
York party scenes pop like cham- 
pagne corks, but like everything 
and everyone else in the film, 
they’re distractions. Capote’s 
project, one wag jokes, is a love 
story — between Capote and 
himself. As this chilling and 
wrenching morality play makes

Casanova (Heath Ledger) has 
cleaned up his act in Lasse Hall- 
strom’s engaging romantic-come- 
dy version of his life; he’s tamed 
the debauchery down to a tepid 
but bawdy “R” and learned to re- 
spect women and family values. 
The sly and sleek Ledger starts his 
adventures in a very Albert 
Finney way, pulling up his 
trousers and grabbing his boots 
as he flees discovery in the bed- 
chamber of a novitiate; nabbed 
and threatened with hanging, he 
promises to marry and settle 
down. A snowballing of disguis- 
es, mistaken identities, near-es- 
capes, raunchy exchanges, and 
broad comedy follows, all ending 
in a crescendo of confrontations 
and unmaskings at the inevitable 
Carnevale. The disguises include 
Francesca Bruni (a spunky Sienna 
Miller) as a scholar who agitates 
for women’s equality; Casanova 
can’t resist her, she plays hard to 
get, and the movie plays even 
harder to get them together. 
Casanova the film wears a disguise 
too, and the dizzying fluidity of 
false identities touches on the ex- 
istential anxiety inciting compul- 
sive sexual behavior like the 
hero’s. In the charming buffoon- 
ery of Ledger’s portrayal of the 
consummate seducer and liar, the 
painted mask of Fellini’s 1976 vi-

| 2005 | This sequel to a remake, 
all based on a book about the 
challenges of steering a large 
brood, tries to multiply the comic 
effect by tossing in the Mur- 
taughs’ groomed-for-success 
eight with the Bakers’ live-and- 
let-live 12. For the most part, di- 
tector Adam Shankman keeps the 
mayhem comprehensible. The 
mishmash occurs over Labor Day 
weekend, on a quiet resort lake in 
Wisconsin. The Murtaughs have 
a palatial lakefront spread; the 
Bakers are crammed into a musty 
cabin. What ensues is a dick-wav- 
ing contest between the two 
prideful patriarchs and a 
Meatballs-esque run-off of clans. 
Eugene Levy as Jimmy Murtaugh 
(with a surprisingly good Carmen 
Electra as his hot young thang) is 
the perfect foil for Steve Martin’s 
Tom Baker.

®© CHICKEN LITTLE | 2005 | The 
childhood staple gets a big-screen 
spin. Unfortunately, the folks at 
Disney (and director Mark Dindal 
and the plethora of writers) rely 
on the “wow” factor of 3-D com 
puter animation (which 10 years 
after Toy Story has lost its “wow”) 
rather than old-fashioned story- 
telling. The amiable little chick 
(Zach Braff) becomes the laugh- 
ing stock of Oakey Oaks after cry- 
ing wolf about “the sky falling.” 
Even his widower dad (Garry Mar- 
shall) doesn’t buy it. A year later, 
Little sounds the alarm again, 
but this time it’s an alien inva- 
sion (ripping off E.T. and War of the 
Worlds). What’s at the core of 
Chicken Little — standing by the 
ones you love? a “how to” bully 
survival guide? a warning to 
Homeland Security about terror- 
ist alerts? — is hard to discern.

NIA: THE LION, THE WITCH AND 
THE WARDROBE | 2005 | C.s. 
Lewis and J.R.R. Tolkien were 
friends and colleagues at Oxford, 
so it’s apt that the new film ver- 
sion of the first of Lewis’s seven 
Narnia volumes plays like The Lord 
of the Rings with training wheels. 
Andrew Adamson, director of the 
Shrek films, has hardly put the 
auteurist stamp on the material 
that Peter Jackson did with 
Tolkien’s trilogy, but he hasn’t 
screwed it up, either. Four Lon- 
don children — siblings Peter, 
Susan, Edmund, and Lucy — are 
taking refuge from the Blitz ina 
musty English country house 
when they discover in an antique 
wardrobe a portal to another 
world, Narnia. There, thanks to 
Jadis, the White Witch (Tilda 
Swinton), there’s been 100 years 
of winter but no Christmas. The 
children’s arrival, however, her- 
alds the return of spring and of 
Aslan (voiced by Liam Neeson), 
the talking lion who is Narnia’s 
savior. The Christian allegorical 
subtext is no more obtrusive than 
that of the Matrix trilogy; what’s 
obvious and overdetermined here 
isn’t the subtext but the charac- 
terizations. The sole character 
who seems to have a rich inner 
life, thanks to the impossibly 
adorable Georgie Henley, is Lucy, 
whose mischievous smile and 
wide eyes suggest boundless 
playfulness and curiosity. Per- 
haps the filmmakers are saving 
the characters’ subtler traits and 
additional dimensions for the se-

| Diane Keaton and Craig T. Nel- 
son head the Stone family, a 
large brood in the New England 
liberal model whose kids are 
coming home for the holidays. 
Into their self-satisfied world ar- 
rives Sarah Jessica Parker as the 
uptight girlfriend of the prodigal 
son (Dermot Mulroney), and the 
family’s cruelty to her, though 
unjustified in terms of plot, at 
least gives the cast a few oppor- 
tunities to wax nasty.

In Spiel- 
berg’s Munich, the kidnapping 
and massacre of 11 Israeli athletes 
by Black September during the 
1972 Olympics unfolds with har- 
rowing precision in the recurring 
nightmares of someone who saw 
it only on TV. Avner (Eric Bana), a 
marginal Mossad agent, watches 
the broadcast of the siege’s 
botched and bloody conclusion. 
Then he’s put in charge of “Wrath 
of God” and given the names of 
those believed to be responsible 
for the massacre. He has no expe- 
rience in such matters; neither 
do the men assigned to him, a 
motley band including South 


African Steve (Daniel Craig), Ger- 
man Hans (Hanns Zischler), Bel- 
gian Robert (Mathieu Kassovitz) 
and spectral veteran Carl (Ciaran 
Hinds). But they quickly lose 
their innocence, gunning down a 
Palestinian poet in Rome and 
blowing up an academic in Paris.

Benoit Jacquot’s film is a TV bio- 
pic of Marie Bonaparte, Princess 
of Denmark and Greece (Cather- 
ine Deneuve, in a consummate 
performance). Marie is a formida- 
ble descendant of Napoleon and, 
when first seen here in 1922, an 
unhappy woman. Frigid, she un- 
dergoes an unsuccessful clitoral 
resection and decides that her 
problem may be more psychic 
than anatomical.

t’s hard to say what part of the Xbox 

360 launch Microsoft bungled the 

worst. The inferior crop of launch ti- 

tles relies heavily on sequels and ports, 

some of which are actually scaled 
down from their current-gen versions. 
Several manufacturing glitches have been 
reported. And despite severe domestic sup- 
ply shortages, the majority of the Japanese 
360 stock is languishing on store shelves. 
Still, there’s no doubting the demand: as 
of this writing, just before Christmas, pre- 
mium bundles were still fetching upward 
of $1000 on eBay. 

Where does that leave Sony’s PLAYSTA- 
TION’ and Nintendo’s REVOLUTION? Both 
are slated to launch in 2006, though 
specific release dates — like many perti- 
nent details about the systems — have yet 
to be disclosed. Of the two, the PS3 is po- 
sitioned as more of a direct competitor to 
the 360. Sony is touting the new system’s 
horsepower, saying it’s 15 times more 
powerful than the PS2. Such claims are 
speculative at best. Yes, you can throw 
around fancy-sounding terms like 
“teraflop” and “floating point capability” 
and have a shot at describing the inner 
workings of the PS3, but these refer only 
to the theoretical power of the machine. 
Developers are already grousing about the 


difficulty of programming for the 
PlayStation 3; the Xbox 360, which offers 
a Power PC-based central processing unit, 
is the more programmer-friendly of the 
two systems. 

For the end user, it’s still not clear what 
the hardware differences will amount to. 
Raw computing power has never had 
much impact on a system’s software qual- 
ity or its market share. If the PS3 doesn’t 
fly out of the gate with must-have titles, 
it could join other poorly marketed pow- 
erhouses like the Sega Saturn and Atari 
Jaguar on the scrapheap of history. But 
Sony should have little to worry about. 
Already on the slate are extensions to 
proven PlayStation franchises like Tekken 
and Devil May Cry. And the unveiling of 
METAL GEAR SOLID 4: GUNS OF THE PATRIOTS 
at last October’s Tokyo Game Show has 
created the biggest PS3 buzz. An eight- 
minute-long video of the game features 
an aging Snake on a battlefield that re- 
sembles the bombed-out European cities 
of World War II — except for the maraud- 
ing bipedal attack robots, of course. We’re 
not treated to actual gameplay footage, 
but MGS designer Hideo Kojima claims 
that the cinematic is rendered in real 
time. If so, Microsoft really does have 
something to worry about. In close-ups of 


Snake, you can see that the designers 
have gone so far as to model the muscles 
around the character’s eyes. The effect is 
uncanny. Nothing in the first wave of 360 
titles — not even a profusely sweating 
Shaq — matches it. 

But even if Metal Gear Solid 4 delivers on 
its potential (and given how badly Kojima 
and his cohort at Konami stumbled with 
MG3S2, that’s not a guarantee), it won’t be 
storming the beaches alone. Bill Cates has 
said that Microsoft will sit on HALO 3 until 
the release of the PlayStation 3. This is a 
bold move but a sensible one. Halo2 
grossed $125 million dollars on release day, 
and if it weren’t for the console-moving 
popularity of the original, we wouldn’t be 
discussing an Xbox 360 today. I haven’t 
even seen so much as a screenshot of 
Halo3 yet, but 1 imagine it will feature 
great graphics, highly advanced Al, and 
the most boring level design this side of 
Pac-Man. Just like the first two. But that 
doesn’t mean smoked-out rooms from 
Alliston to Anaheim won't be filled with 
twentysomething guys male-bonding 
with Master Chief. 

I haven’t mentioned Nintendo yet be- 
cause, in a way, it’s taken itself out of the 
discussion. For one thing, it’s not bed- 
time for the GameCube just yet — 2006 


should see the release of THE LEGEND OF 
ZELDA: TWILIGHT PRINCESS, easily the 
most eagerly awaited GameCube offering 
since, well, probably the last Zelda game. 
Its realistic artwork is a major xsthetic 
upgrade from the cel-shaded kiddy-car 
toon look of its predecessor, The Wind Wak- 
er. Once the new Twilight Princess drops, 
however, that will be the end of the 
‘Cube. And just in time for the Revolu 
tion. Technical specifications? Well, no 
one doubts that it will offer the lowest 
theoretical processing power of the sev- 
enth generation. But it’s believed that the 
Revolution will run on PowerPC arc 

ture, just as the 
make scaled-down 360 
ports not terribly diffi 
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dition to offering traditional joypa 

button controls, the Revolution cor ll 
will, it appears, allow the player to ma 
nipulate the events on screen by maneu- 
vering the controller itself. A promotional 
video touting the technology depicts, 
among other things, gamers swinging the 
controller like a baseball bat, waving it 
like a flashlight, and even chopping imag 
inary food. Cimmicky, maybe, but that’s 
what some of us thought about the DS’s 
touchscreen. 

As for Revolution software, nothing 
official has been announced, though we 
can expect to spend more quality time 
with Mario, Link, Samus, and the rest of 
the gang. Nintendo has also promised to 
exploit Internet connectivity to allow 
downloads of games for past Nintendo sys 
tems. Again, details are scarce, but the 
Revolution will emulate every Nintendo 
console from the original NES to the 
GameCube. This is similar in theory to 
Turner Broadcasting’s GameTap — a sub 
scription-based Web service that emulates 
dozens of old games from Adventure to Hydro 
Thunder on your PC — with the advantage 
that Nintendo’s own back library will be 
available. No word yet on whether third 
party publishers will sign on, and indeed 
it would be disappointing if the likes of 
Castlevania, Mega Man, and Final Fantasy 
weren't part of the deal. Even so, given 
the 360’s troubles with backwards compat- 
ibility, this has to be seen as a good move 
by Nintendo — the PlayStation 3 is alleged 
to be fully backwards compatible with all 
PS1 and PS2 games. 

We’ll know more come the Electronic 
Entertainment Expo in May. Unless one of 
them decides to jump the gun, Sony and 
Nintendo can be expected to use E3 as the 
launching point for the consoles. But no 
Matter what happens, you're still sure to 
see a bunch of gaming freaks doing the 5 
am asphalt campout in front of your local 
Best Buy this spring. ©

Chilly scenes in winter 


The year ahead on Boston stages

he drama of the holidays (and I 

don’t mean A Christmas Carol) may 

be behind us, but there’s plenty 

more drama — and comedy and 

musicals — ahead to light up long 
winter nights. New Repertory Theatre is 
staying seasonal with the regional premiere 
of Bryony Lavery’s FROZEN (January 22-Feb- 
Tuary 12), in which a British woman whose 
daughter was murdered meets an American 
who’s working on a dissertation about serial 
killers. Adam Zahler directs. The Lyric Stage 
is also bellying up to a chilling topic with 
the Boston premiere of Edward Albee’s THE 
GOAT OR WHO IS SYLVIA? (February 17—March 
18), a Tony-winning play about a married 
architect who rekindles his love light with a 
nanny — as in goat, not Daisy Wright or 
Mary Poppins. The implications, needless 
to say, are thorny. 

The New York City wilderness is the 
setting for SpeakEasy Stage Company’s 
BROOKLYN BOY (March 3-April 1). Pulitzer 
winner Donald Margulies’s play centers on 
a middle-aged novelist who finds sudden 
success with one of his novels — a semi-au- 
tobiographical one at that — and must deal 
with the pratfalls of literary success as well 
as with the impact it has on his relation 
ships with his father and his ex-wife. It 
sounds a bit like what we’d get if Woody 
Allen had teamed up with Arthur Miller. 
And that’s not all the dysfunctional-family 
department has in store — the touring 
Aquila Theatre Company brings its produc- 
tion of HAMLET to the Cutler Majestic The- 
atre (January 19-21), and it seems the troupe 
have a few modern tricks up their sleeves. 

Elizabethan words, words, words also 
ring out at the Boston Center for the Arts 
when Boston Theatre Works welcomes Elliot 
Norton Award-winning Shakespeare & Com- 
pany vet Jonathan Epstein to the stage for its 
production of OTHELLO (February 16—-March 
11). He’ll be the manipulative Iago in the 
Bard’s bout with the green-eyed monster. 

The American Repertory Theatre is sum- 
moning Shakespeare as well. Just in time 
for Valentine’s Day, Hungarian director 
Janos Szasz, the man who put a bar in Uncle 
Vanya, takes on the star-crossed teens of 
ROMEO AND JULIET (February 2—March 25). 
The Huntington Theatre Company likewise 
plans to melt some winter frost when mat- 
ters get steamy in Christopher Hampton’s 
LES LIAISONS DANGEREUSES (January 6-Feb- 
Tuary 5). In this play adapted from Pierre- 
Ambroise-Francois Choderlos de Laclos’s 
18th-century epistolary novel of lust and 
betrayal, an aristocratic woman collabo- 
rates with a cunning gent to seduce her for- 
mer lover’s bride-to-be. With its emphasis 
on the period’s fashion and décor, the work

promises to be a visual banquet — Karl 
Lagerfeld is listed as inspiration for the Vi- 
comte de Valmont’s wardrobe. 

If antique corsets and drawers pique your 
interest, you'll be happy to learn there are 
plenty more undergarments on display. 
Lingerie tells a whole story when Merrimack 
Repertory Theatre presents the regional pre- 
miere of Lynn Nottage’s INTIMATE APPAREL 
(February 9-March 5), which revolves 
around a black woman in Manhattan at the 
turn of the 20th century. As the romantic 
seamstress fashions lingerie for upper-class 
women as well as for those of shadier repute, 
she finds love with a Caribbean laborer who 
ushers her on a journey of self-discovery. 

You’ve seen London in Scrooge’s es- 
capades, Hampton brings us France. Now 
how about some German unmentionables? 
The Lyric Stage Company of Boston offers 
Steve Martin’s silly, scintillating adaptation 
of Carl Sternheim’s 1910 satire THE UNDER- 
PANTS (January 6-February 4), a spoof about 
a reserved housewife who gets caught in the 
whirlwind of the aftermath of an accidental 
public panties display (a/k/a “wardrobe mal- 
function”). When her unruly undies come 
undone, she becomes the object of a giant 
town scandal to hilarious effect. 

Les Liaisons won't be your only opportunity 
to coax your inner Francophile out of hid- 
ing. The ART launches the new year with 
Jean-Paul Sartre’s NO EXIT (January 7-29). Jer- 
ry Mouawad, co-artistic director of Oregon’s 
Imago Theatre (which brought its Frogz to 
Cambridge last spring), is at the helm of 
this stylized staging set atop a tipping plat- 


form. If your Francophile is a child of the 
revolution, note that Broadway in Boston is 
marching LES MISERABLES into the Opera 
House one last time (February 15-26). 

When we hear the people sing in Les Miz, 
it’s a“song of angry men.” That’s a giant 
shift from the melodies that will fill the 
Opera House before the French troops ar- 
rive. Maureen McGovern heads up the cast 
of LITTLE WOMEN — THE MUSICAL (January 
10-22), courtesy of Broadway in Boston. 

Music also fills the Colonial Theatre 
when Monty Python’s triple Tony Award 
winner SPAMALOT (March 7-April 15) moves 
in. You may have a different take on King 
Arthur and the Knights of the Round Table 
after you’ve seen them in a kick line. 

But leave it to the pro roasters of Forbid- 
den Broadway to lampoon the classics of the 
Great White Way. The Huntington brings 
FORBIDDEN BROADWAY: SVU (February 
14-March 12) to the Calderwood Pavilion at 
the Boston Center for the Arts. This musi- 
cal revue takes aim at the Avenue Q puppets 
and the gentile cast of Fiddler on the Roof and 
offers new jabs at old favorites. It’s not par- 
ody for fragile types. Sagan Theatre Com- 
pany’s TOM CREAN ~ ANTARCTIC EXPLORER 
(January 25-February 11) is likewise not a 
play for the weak of heart. Aidan Dooley 
performs his monologue about the adven- 
tures of the Irishman who trekked to re- 
mote corners of the planet with Scott and 
Shackleton. Scarcely less brutal is the 
world of the small-time racetrack, and 
that’s the milieu Sam Shepard dissects in 
SIMPATICO. Devanaughn Theatre Company 


offers the psychological thriller at the Pi- 
ano Factory (January 26-February 12). 

Hankering for tales of a region where 
horses run free? SpeakEasy offers FIVE BY 
TENN (January 27+February 25), five recent- 
ly discovered early one-acts by Tennessee 
Williams, at the Calderwood. You'll hear 
more Southern accents in DARK AS A THOU- 
SAND MIDNIGHTS (January 17-22), which 
was written by and features Elliot Norton 
Award winner Jacqui Parker. This play 
about the life of a Mississippi family dur- 
ing the summer Emmett Till was mur- 
dered is one of two offerings that make up 
Our Place Theatre Project’s sixth annual 
African American Theatre Festival (Janu- 
ary 10-22) at the Calderwood.

The ART tips for No Exit 


The stage floor dipped precariously as actor Will LeBow 

stepped up to begin rehearsal last week for the Ameri- 
can Repertory Theatre production of Jean-Paul Sartre’s No 
Exit. Fortunately, Karen MacDonald, already in place on the 
suspended platform that is the set, paced over to counter his 
movement, allowing the floor to return to the usual horizon- 
tal position. 

Most stagings of Sartre's classic one-act take place ina 

simple chamber that represents Hell. Three people are locked 


in for eternity by a Valet who acts as stage manager, concierge, 


and jailer. But this production's a little different. Remo Airaldi, 
who's playing the Valet, explains, “Any move you make, the 
stage moves. The play is about people depending on each oth- 
er, a dependency of need. You have to be minimal with your 
movements.” Although LeBow slid off once, MacDonald says 
she’s comfortable with the physical sensation. “It’s like being 
on a boat, and | grew up on boats every summer as a child.” 
(Paula Plum completes the quartet of ART veteran actors.) 
Director jerry Mouawad, who is co-director of Imago The- 
atre in Portland, Oregon, and co-director of Frogz, which the 
ART presented at Zero Arrow Theatre last summer, came up 
with the idea for a set that would enhance the metaphor of 
the characters’ battle: a 17-foot square platform resting on a 
three-foot-high support that must be kept in balance by the 


movements of the actors. “My concept of the play is a realiza- 
tion of the theory developed by [French mime and movement 
teacher] Jacques Lecog that actors must recognize the dynam- 
ics of the stage.

hat to give for Christmas 
is a problem performing 

companies can solve by 

establishing their own 

holiday show. Unwrapped 
annually, tweaked and tidied, taken in 
here and poufed out there, it becomes a re- 
liable way to celebrate. Sometimes it even 
grows into a tradition — famously The Nut- 
cracker, Some of us cringe at the very word 
Nutcracker, but two things about that ven- 
erable institution struck me this year. 
First, there are in fact alternatives, and 
then, even the Real Thing comes in many 
flavors. I sampled three shows and a DVD 
to see what the dancing spirit of Christmas 
2005 looked like. 

Boston Ballet’s Nutcracker, the longest- 
running local edition of the ballet classic, 
moved from its home last year at the Colo- 
nial Theatre into the Opera House. I liked 
seeing the production at the moderate-sized 
Colonial. The Opera House doesn’t make 
you think you’re looking through the wrong 
end of a telescope as does the Ballet’s cus- 
tomary stage, the Wang Theatre, but it’s 
not exactly cozy, either. One reason for The 
Nutcracker’s popularity is its track record as a 
moneymaking enterprise that can plug up 
the holes in a ballet company’s inherently 
leaky annual budget, and the Opera House 
does provide 2500 seats to be filled with 
paying customers. 

Boston Ballet’s Nutcracker seems stretched 
between two conflicting goals. As a tradi- 
tion it must remain the same, but market- 
ing pressures demand novelty. The produc- 
tion spins off promotional activities and 
outreach events, and the ballet itself 
sprouts new features every year. By now the 
whole production has acquired so many bits 
and scraps that it looks cluttered, even un- 
focused. Fortunately, some of the old shtick 
has been dropped, like the tipsy grandpar- 
ents, but the evening still seems more like a 
variety show than a ballet. The story takes a 
back seat to the anticipated arrival of the 
Teddy Bear, the goofy Mice, the campy 
Mother Ginger, the balloon, and of course 
the snowstorm. 

Maybe the Nutcracker’s plot doesn’t mat- 
ter and it’s all just an excuse fo. dancing 
and special effects. But there is a lesson 
there, about childhood’s fears and comforts 
and surprises, and the reassurance of a lov- 
ing family that’s waiting for you when you 
wake up from your dreaming adventures. 
All of this gets anchored in the first scene, 
but you can hardly find it in Boston Ballet’s 
frenetic party goings-on. 

Mikko Nissinen’s introductory street 
scene establishes a period and a place, but 
the realistic bustle and cheeriness of the 
characters is upstaged by one young man 








insistently doing ballet tricks to make the 
audience applaud. This year, donors and lo- 
cai personalities were invited to do walk-ons 
every night, and the audience was prompt- 
ed to cheer them. 

And who are the characters in the story? 
On the night I attended, the children, Clara 
and Fritz, were played by adult dancers. 
Misa Kuranaga was credible, but Michael 
Breeden looked at least 16, so who could be- 
lieve his petulance over a doll? Viktor Plot- 
nikov’s Drosselmeier raged and flounced 
through the entire ballet, so you wondered 
whether he imagined himself the chil- 
dren’s friend, their benevolent uncle, ora 
weird acquaintance who'd dropped in by ac- 
cident. It’s not easy to tell who Fritz and 
Clara’s parents are either. It seems the com- 
pany hasn’t devoted much attention to 
refining these characters because the story 
takes a back seat to the spectacle. 

Tchaikovsky’s wonderful score does cry 
out for dancing. Boston Ballet’s Nutcracker 
showcases the company’s range, from prin- 
cipal dancers to children, but this ever- 
evolving version lacks a real heart. On the 
other hand, English choreographer 
Matthew Bourne’s 1992 Nutcracker! , just is- 
sued in a 2003 performance on DVD by Kul- 
tur, is really all plot, with dancing that’s 
athletic rather than balletic. 

Nutcracker! was Bourne’s first full-length 
choreography. More of a theater man than a 
dancer, he started dancing in his 20s, and 
his major works propose deconstructive ver- 
sions of existing texts. His more mature but 
equally transgressive Swan Lake will play the 
Opera House in April. Bourne claims not to 
do parody; call them what you will, his pro- 
ductions assume we know the originals and 
will get pleasure from the comparison. 

Nutcracker! is set in a Dickensian orphan- 
age or a reform school. Clara’s flight into 
Sweetieland is an escape from a grim exis- 
tence rather than an extension of a pleasant 
one, It tracks Clara’s crush on the boy who 
turns into a monster, then a Nutcracker 
prince. She sobs through his marriage to 
Princess Sugar; then, when she wakes up in 
the unaccountably coed dormitory, she 
finds the same boy in her bed. They tie 
some sheets together and make their escape 
out a window. 

The cowering children and their masters 
all have glamorous alter egos in the second 
act, and in this reading, the whole scenario 
becomes a pre-pubescent sex fantasy cen- 
tered on oral gratification. The characters 
are constantly, suggestively tasting, lick- 
ing, sucking. The second act takes place in 
front of a huge pink gullet. Each of the di- 
vertissements suggests a different romantic 
possibility for Clara: the exotic Spanish 
dancers, the epicene lounge lizard Coffee,

the hunky footballers. The grand pas de 
deux is a choreographed epic of two people 
surrounding, inhaling, ingesting, consum- 
ing each other. Bourne whisks in passing 
references to the British class system and 
British culture, too. The Snowflakes scene 
is an extended riff on a beloved ballet icon, 
Frederick Ashton’s Les Patineurs, and there 
are ballet bits quoted throughout. 

Bourne’s whole style is burlesque, mu- 
sic-hall acting and dancing, and you have 
to go along with that convention. The DVD 
was filmed in performance, perhaps at 
Sadler’s Wells Theatre, and it has all the 
usual liabilities of trying to squeeze a big 
production into a small screen. The camera 
brings you up closer than you'd be in the 
theater, but all the characters affect huge 
fixed, open-mouthed expressions and exag- 
gerated behavior. Bourne’s take on the bal- 
let and the music seems to be that if you 
overdose on all this sugar, what you get to is 
pure love in a gray world. I'd like to see this 
clever turnabout in a live performance, but 
probably not as a Christmas treat. 

BalletRox’s Urban Nutcracker adopts anoth- 
er nontraditional approach to the classic, a 
contemporary setting that incorporates the 
resources of the whole community. I’ve 
never joined a more multicultural, multi- 
generational audience in Boston than on 
the Sunday afternoon I saw the show at the 
Strand Theatre in Dorchester. The Strand, 
by the way, is another grand old house that 
deserves to be spiffed up as have the Opera 
House and the Majestic in recent years. 

Like its Boston Ballet cousin, Urban Nut- 
cracker begins with a street scene — people 
hanging out, shopping, greeting their 


friends. Kids clump on and do a hefty step 
dance. Old guys drift in, actually looking 
like old guys, and fall comfortably into a 
doo-wop quartet. The characters gather: a 
single mom, her daughter, her father, the 
magician Drosselmeyer and his hyperactive 
assistant Minimeyer. They all repair to the 
family’s house for a party. 

That’s where the plot pretty much evap- 
orates,. but it doesn’t matter. The rest of the 
performance is an eclectic stream of dances: 
tap, moonwalking, ballet, acrobatics, hip- 
hop, ribbon dances, even an ensemble of 
kids bouncing in unison on big blue polka- 
dotted beachballs. Director Anthony 
Williams intersperses the recorded 
Tchaikovsky score with Duke Ellington’s 
suave Nutcracker variations, and the whole 
thing hangs together beautifully. I loved it all. 

Another community show with a differ 
ent mission marked its 25th anniversary at 
Robsham Theater of Boston College. Devel- 
oped by the Reverend Robert VerEecke, A 
Dancer's Christmas is a pageant in three parts: 
a Nativity scene, a medizval celebration, 
and a suite of dancing carols, with a large 
cast of professionals, students, and children 

What was so fine about both these com 
munity works was seeing people perform- 
ing what they can do best, in their own 
ways, and with a sense of involvement in 
the whole effect. The audiences, mostly but 
not exclusively their friends and families, 
gave them affectionate ovations, not at all 
the automatic response that clicks on at the 
end of the slickest professional show. If 
there’s a Christmas spirit, or any inspira- 
tion, to be found in the theater, these are 
the places we can findit. ©

dead-on social commentary, and more. Al- 
so look for stereotype-blasting new art from 
China, extreme landscapes, and a guy who 
performs dressed as a beaver. Many shows 
are planned to coincide with the College 
Art Association’s national conference in 
Boston, February 22-25, which is sure to 
generate its own burst of art-related events. 

Art meets activism in recent photographs 
shot in Boston-area neighborhoods by nine 
artists who train their cameras on faces we 
know but don’t always see, including 
firefighters in Somerville, adolescents in 
Dorchester, and gay-parented families in 
Provincetown for Family Week, in “DOCU- 
MENT: CONTEMPORARY SOCIAL DOCUMEN- 
TARY WORK FROM GREATER BOSTON” at the 
Photographic Resource Center (832 Comm 
Ave, Boston; February 2—March 26). The 
show complements “A PHOTOGRAPHIC POR- 
TRAIT OF BOSTON, 1840-1865” at the Boston 
University Art Gallery (855 Comm Ave, 
Boston; February 10-April 2), which looks 
at photography in Boston before, during, 
and after ine Civil War, revealing techno- 
logical innovation and offering insight in- 
to the socio-economic realities of the day. 

Portraits of and by African-Americans, 
from the Civil War through the Gilded 
Age, are the subject of “PORTRAITS OF A 
PEOPLE: PICTURING AFRICAN AMERICANS IN 
THE 19TH CENTURY” at the Addison Gallery of 
American Art (Phillips Academy, Andover; 
January 14-March 14), which looks at the 
role that these images played in establish- 
ing racial identity during a period of radi- 
cal sociai change. On view at the same 
time, and also underscoring the political 
implications of portraiture, is “YOUNG 
AMERICA: THE DAGUERREOTYPES OF SOUTH- 
WORTH & HAWES,” which celebrates the pair 
of commercial photographers who created 
likenesses of the rich and famous in their 
Boston studio between 1843 and 1863. 

Since the birth of the medium, artists 
have photographed the human body un 
clothed, with purposes ranging from the 
erotic to the scientific. That enterprise is 
looked at afresh in “THE BODY FAMILIAR: 
CURRENT PERSPECTIVES ON THE NUDE” at the 
Griffin Museum of Photography (67 Shore 
Road, Winchester; January 13-March 19), 
whose nine contemporary artists include 
John Coplans, Henry Horenstein, and Gary 
Schneider.

lovely boys and California swimming pools 
in the 1960s to photocollages in the 1980s, 
he has pioneered taboo subject matter and 
introduced new techniques, always with 
viewer-friendly results. “DAVID HOCKNEY 
PORTRAITS” at the Museum of Fine Arts 
(465 Huntington Avenue, Boston; February 
26-May 14) offers his depictions, in many 
media, of significant people in his life. 
Portraiture takes a strange twist in the 
paintings of Hannah Barrett, one of seven 
artists featured in this year’s “SMFA TRAV- 
ELING SCHOLARS” at the MFA (February 
18-March 19), which showcases current 
work by the 2004 recipients of the Museum 
School’s prestigious Traveling Scholarships. 
In our West-centric art world, China’s 
avant-garde artists have found themselves 
doubly marginalized, first in their own 
country and again by the global art com- 
munity. “ON THE EDGE: CONTEMPORARY CHI- 
NESE ARTISTS ENCOUNTER THE WEST” at 
Wellesley’s Davis Museum (106 Central 
Street, Wellesley; February 15-June 3) 
presents a dozen Chinese artists whose bold, 
experimental work blends art and politics. 
Art and politics are also key elements for 


conceptual-art makers Kate Ericson and 
Mel Ziegler, whose collaboration was cut 
short by Ericson’s untimely death in 1995. 
Their work between 1984 and 1994 makes 
up “AMERICA STARTS HERE: KATE ERICSON 
AND MEL ZIEGLER” at MIT’s List Visual 
Arts Center (32 Ames Street, Cambridge; 
February 9-April 9). 

Urban commodity culture is at the 
heart of “ALFREDO CONDE: OBJECTS, WALL 
PAINTINGS AND WORKS ON PAPER” at the Es- 
sex Art Center (56 Island Street, Lawrence; 
January 13-February 24). In particular, 
Conde has been studying the culture of the 
street vendor in Chinatown. His installa- 
tion of what appear to be cellphones, luxu- 
ry watches, and other commonly “knocked 
off” items comments on the fabrication, 
distribution, and consumption of these 
items. The street also figures in 
“SPOTHUNTERS” at the New Art Center (61 
Washington Park, Newtonville; March 
6-April 7), whose four artists represent 
four generations of graffiti and street-art 
culture; their work typically has to be hap- 
pened on or hunted down on lamp posts, 
walls, and the sides of mailboxes.

A very different kind of landscape com- 
pels artist Shintaro Miyake — one that 
draws as much from our actual environs as 
from his somewhat disturbing inner life. 
In “THE BEAVER PROJECT: AN EXHIBITION BY 
SHINTARO MIYAKE” at Mass College of Art 
(621 Huntington Avenue, Boston; February 
8-March 18), Miyake creates a fantastical 
environment involving a beaver pond com- 
plete with lodges and dams (and a sou- 
venir shop) that he also inhabits, perform- 
ing in an oversized beaver head. The 
forces, imagery, and materials of nature 
have had a different effect on James Surls, 
whose animistic sculptures turn up in 
“JAMES SURLS: THE SPLENDORA YEARS, 1977- 
1997” at the DeCordova Museum and Sculp- 
ture Park (51 Sandy Pond Road, Lincoln; 
January 28-April 16). Surls’s work ranges 
from elegant, tabletop wood carvings to 
monumental forms that he hacked from 
fully grown trees using a chainsaw. 

Nature finds a more political role in 
“CROSS-CURRENTS IN RECENT VIDEO INSTAL- 
LATION: WATER AS METAPHOR FOR IDENTITY” 
at the Tufts University Art Gallery (4oR 
Talbot Avenue, Medford; February 9-April 
2), where four artists with ties to Africa 
explore shifting notions of identity, mi- 
gration, and memory, central issues in 
contemporary post-colonial art, At the 
same time at Tufts, actual extreme land- 
scape is on view in “DIANE BURKO: FLOW,” 
which offers paintings and photographs of 
volcanoes, craters, and glaciers from 
around the world. 

Our domestic environment is the sub- 
ject of “LIVING IN MOTION: DESIGN AND ARCHI- 
TECTURE FOR FLEXIBLE DWELLING” at the In- 
stitute of Contemporary Art (955 Boylston 
Street, Boston; February 1-May 7), which 
with objects by the likes of Isamu Noguchi 
and Philippe Starck challenges the idea 
that architecture and furniture should be 
permanent or fixed. These furnishings 
fold, adapt, disassemble, and combine in 
order to enhance modern mobility and 
keep pace with hectic contempotary life. 

An inventive young painter whom index 
magazine calls “insanely talented” is fea- 
tured in “DANA SCHUTZ: WORKS FROM 
2002-2006” at Brandeis’s Rose Art Museum 
(415 South Street, Waltham; January 
19-April 9), which has more than two 
dozen lively works by this rising art star. 
And Harvard takes a look back at another 
talent who made his presence known very 
young in “FRANK STELLA 1958” at the Sack- 
ler Museum (32 Quincy Street, Cambridge; 
February 4—May 7), with more than 20 
works from a single year of tremendous ex- 
perimentation and productivity in this 
artist’s formative days. ©

War and pea 


Books that travel from the Mecca to Memphis 


_BY JOHN FREEMAN 


ince September 11, publishers have 
been rushing to supply Americans 
with non-fiction books about the 
war on terror, the war in Iraq, and 
anything relating to the upheavals 
in the Middle East. They’ve been much 
slower about supplying us with imagina- 
tive tales from these regions, but the trick- 
le has begun. The winter of 2006 features 
several new imports that are safer than a 
trip to Ramallah and almost as intense. 


FICTION 

The most notable of these works is The Gate 
of the Sun (Archipelago, February 1), a novel 
by ELIAS KHOURY that’s set during the 
events of 1948, when Palestinians were dis- 
placed during the creation of Israel. As the 
book begins, two Palestinian men remain 
behind, keeping vigil at the bedside of a 
leader of the resistance movement. One of 
them begins a story about what’s just hap- 
pened, and it gradually expands into a She- 
herazade-like yarn of astonishing beauty. 

Another superb novel to arrive on these 
shores from the Arab world is TAHAR BEN 
JELLOUN’s The Last Friend (translated from the 
French; New Press, February 1), which de- 
scribes the friendship between a Moroccan 
doctor and a professor. The brain drain that 
resulted from the Islamic revolution in Iran 
is the focus of FARNOOSH MOSHIRI’s Against 
Gravity (Penguin, just out December 27), 
where the lives of a dying intellectual, a so- 
cial worker, and an Iranian immigrant 
overlap in Houston. 

Closer to these parts, ELIZABETH STROUT 
braves the topic of spirituality in Abide with 
Me (Random House, March 14), which con- 
jures a Maine minister who’s beginning to 
doubt his faith. New England also figures 
heavily in JUSTIN TUSSING’s debut novel, The 
Best People in the World (HarperCollins, Febru- 
ary 7), in which a young man falls in love 
with his high-school history teacher and 
runs off to the woods of Vermont. 

The most eagerly awaited British import 
of the spring is JULIAN BARNES’s page-turn- 
ing Booker finalist, Arthur @ George, (Knopf, 
January 14), which is based on a true story 
involving Sir Arthur Conan Doyle. EMILY 
BARTON also takes readers back in time with 
her second novel, Brockland (FSG, March 1), 
which lures readers to 18th-century Brook- 
lyn, where a woman dreams of a bridge 
connecting her borough to Manhattan. 

Family drama can be found in ALI SMITH’s 
Booker finalist, The Accidental (Pantheon, Jan- 
uary 10), which portrays a neurotic English 
family who shelter an odd guest. And the 
devout Catholic clan of the Santerres come 
back to life in MAILE MELOY’s second novel, A 
Family's Daughter (Scribner, February 14). 


ALLEGRA GOODMAN’ s latest, Intuition (Dial 
Press, March 7), is the suspenseful tale of a 
Cambridge research institute that gets em- 
broiled in the (perhaps frauduient) success 
of one of its fellows. The blue tint of genre 
also hangs over KATHRYN DAVIS’s TheThin 
Place (Little, Brown, January 26), in which 
three girls come across a body in the woods. 

Murder likewise kicks off Giller Prize 
finalist CAMILLA GIBB’s latest, Sweetness in the 
Belly (Penguin Press, March 18), which jumps 
into a gallop when eight-year-old Lily’s par- 
ents leave her at a Sufi shrine in Morocco and 
never return. What follows is a peripatetic 
journey as Lily attempts to find a home ina 
world where she’s always a foreigner. 

Short-story fans won’t feel left out this 
winter as DEBORAH EISENBERG returns to 
form with Twilight of the Superheroes (FSG, Feb- 
ruary 2) and so does ANTONYA NELSON with 
Some Fun, (Scribner, March 21). REBECCA 
BROWN might earn a few new fans with The 
Last Time I Saw You (City Lights, February 1), 
stories that read like the literary equivalent 
of yanking a tablecloth from a countertop 
without bringing the cutlery down with it. 


POETRY 

For the past few decades, some of ELIZA- 
BETH BISHOP’s work remained in several 
boxes at the special collections room at 
Vassar College. New Yorker poetry editor Al- 
ice Quinn has searched through 3500 
pages of this material to create Edgar Allan 
Poe @ the Juke Box: Uncollected Poems, Drafts and 
Fragments (FSG, March 7), which features 
poems from her youth so sparkling and 
lustrous, one feels the pang of her absence 
all over again. 

FRANZ WRIGHT publishes Cod’s Silence 
(Knopf, March 27), his first volume since 
winning the Pulitzer Prize several years 
ago. MAJOR JACKSON dribbles into the paint 
and scores with Hoops (Norton, March 3), 
the best verbal poetry on basketball (and 
other matters) since we heard Rabbit 
Angstrom bounce-bounce a ball on 
macadam in the opening of Rabbit, Run. 


NON-FICTION 
Just as Rabbit was beginning to covet his 
first extramarital affair, America was tip- 
ping in to the civil-rights movement. TAY- 
LOR BRANCH has chronicled this period for 
more than two decades. At Canaan’s Edge (Si- 
mon & Schuster, February 1) concludes his 
mammoth, three-volume “America in the 
King Years” with a narrative drenched in 
hope but bookended by assassination. 
Precursors to this period can be found in 
the story of The Devil's Own Work (Walker, 
January 10), Barnet Schecter’s lucid history 
of the draft riots that erupted during the

Civil War. RICHARD CARWARDINE tells us 
what the Great Emancipator would have 
been thinking around this time in Lincoln: A 
Life of Purpose and Power (Knopf, January 13). 

If you think the Civil War was a hard 
time for Americans, check out CATHERINE 
MERRIDALE’s Ivan's War: Life and Death in the Red 
Army, 1939-1945 (Metropolitan, February 2), 
which reveals that Russians have top brag- 
ging rights when it comes to soldierly 
masochism. And life in Italy was no piece 
of cake either, as R.J.B. BOSWORTH shows in 
Mussolini's Italy (Penguin Press, February 6), 
not to mention Kabul in the present day, 
which travel writer ANN JONES depicts in 
Kabul in Winter: Life without Peace in Afghanistan 
(Metropolitan, March 1) 

January 27 marks the 25oth year since 
Mozart’s birth, so JANE GLOVER’s Mozart’s 
Women (HarperCollins, January 3) is arriving 
just in time. And TULLIO KEZICH gives one of 
Italy’s great filmmakers a biography wor- 
thy of his genius, Federico Fellini: His Life and 
Work (Faber & Faber, March 14). 

Italians worship filmmakers; we adore 
our hillbillies. It’s not such a bad thing, ac- 
cording to JEFF BIGGERS in The United States of 
Appalachia: How Southern Mountaineers Brought 
Independence, Culture and Enlightenment to Ameri- 
ca (Shoemaker & Hoard, January 1), but if 
ERIK REECE’s Lost Mountain: A Year in the Vanish- 
ing Wilderness (Riverhead, February 2) is as 
true as it seems, strip mining will soon 
strip us of Appalachia. 


And the hullabaloo over pilgrimages? It 
will make more sense after you read A Sea- 
sonin Mecca, (Hill & Wang, January 10), Mo- 
roccan-American writer ABDELLAH HAM- 
MOUDI’s chronicle of traveling to Islam’s 
holy sites as a “secular Muslim.” 


LETTERS 
Readers tend to forget that ALBERT CAMUS 
was part Algerian, but they certainly won’t 
when they read his journalism and op-ed 
pieces for a resistance newspaper, which 
are now available in Camus at Combat: Writing 
1944-1947, (Princeton, February 1). A similar- 
ly outraged warble can be beard in the 
plays of ARTHUR MILLER, which are being 
issued by the Library of America in a hand- 
some omnibus edition, Collected Plays: 
1944-1961 (Library of America, February 11). 
Finally, DON DeLILLO has an all-new play 
of his own, Love-Lies — Bleeding (Scribner, 
January 1). Boasting laconic yet liquid dia- 
logue, it presents a family who’re circling 
the wagons around paterfamilias Alex, 
who's suffered a stroke. Here are all the 
dark desert flowers of death — the feeding 
tubes and the bathing needs, the Nembutal 
and the applesauce — and also the silence 
of the hospital. “What good is a life that 
doesn’t experience some trace of all possi- 
ble lives?” asks a character toward the 
play’s conclusion. “What’s the point of be- 
ing only who we are?” Indeed, and this is 
why we read. ©

Once again we reach year’s end, and I pass 
out some awards to summarize the year in 
restaurant reviews. It is of course only my 
year in reviews; I hope yours was better. I 
hope you used my reviews and your own 
taste to pick fewer restaurants than the 50 
or so I review each year. Then you can real- 
ly know the food in-depth, the restaurant 
can learn your taste, and wonderful expe- 
riences can result. For me, coming in as an 
anonymous stranger, a restaurant really 
has to be outstanding to provide me with a 
wonderful experience. Your restaurant of 
the year might be one I didn’t get to in 
time, or covered last year, or reviewed five 
years ago, or didn’t even like. 

In honor of the vagaries of taste, let’s 
start with a couple of anti-awards for my 
own vagrant reporting: 

MY WORST OVERSIGHT OF A CHEF: Channel 
Café, where I credited long-departed chef 
Connal McCullough with a solid sense of 
meat, vegetables, and music. All that good 
taste should have been credited to chef 
Abraham Taghdis. Sorry, Abraham. Con- 
nal, drop me a line and I'll give you a re- 
view based on your own cooking. 

MY WORST DISPLAY OF CULTURAL IGNO- 
RANCE: in reviewing BarLola, 1 somehow got 
the idea that the Spaniard Pedro Almodévar 
directed the film Run Lola Run, I got more 
messages on this inaccuracy than on any 
food dispute since the beginning of e-mail. 
As the wittiest put it, I should’ve known the 
film wasn’t Almodovar because it was in 
German and didn’t have any transvestites. 

Now the real awards. 

TREND OF THE YEAR: old chefs getting 
better, and veteran chefs scoring big with 
second restaurants, Jacky Robert came back 
in fine form at Pierrot, then got even better 
at his own Petit Robert Bistro. Secondary and 
tertiary restaurants like B&G Oysters, Mare, 
Pomodoro (in Brookline), the larger Piattini 
on Columbus, Middlesex Lounge, Tantric 
Bar, Prairie Star, Domani, and Ashmont 
Grill often exceeded their older siblings. And 
my heart was stolen at the end of the year by 
the return of Steve “Blue Room” Johnson 


and his Rendezvous in Central Square. 

RESTAURANT OF THE YEAR: Rendezvous in 
Central Square. It’s not any one thing. It’s 
consistent excitement in all the courses, a 
maturing restraint and subtlety with flavor- 
ings and seasonings, a deepened commit- 
ment to regional and sustainable ingredients, 
the sure hand with seafood that any Boston 
chef must command, terrific and novel wines 
by the glass, and an informal dining-room 
style, including really well-chosen music. 

ASIAN RESTAURANT OF THE YEAR: award 
not given. This was one of those years that 
saw great Asian dishes and no great Asian 
restaurant. Possibly the first such year, and 
hopefully the last. 

FUSION RESTAURANT OF THE YEAR: Do- 
mani. This was supposed to be Rene Miche- 
lena’s return to Italian food, but his Mediter- 
rAsian flavors keep sneaking in there. 

BEST NON-FUSION MULTI-ETHNIC 
COMBINATION: Pomodoro (Brookline 
Village). Really great Italian food, really 
great Irish hospitality. 

DECOR PRIZE: minimalist, as done by 
Middlesex Lounge. Almost no sign; low, 
rolling, bench-like seating platforms; square 
tables the exact same height; no wall art; noTV 
screens over the bar — that’s it, but it’s so 
Stark it leaves room for people to become 
the décor. Runners-up: techno, as done by 
Mare and Domani— two very good restau- 
rants with very weird, futuristic décor. Fi- 
nally, we have styles that are not a revival 
of anything; it’s so new it’s otherworldly, 
and that anchors you to the food, so it works. 

THE NINTH ANNUAL HOWARD MITCHUM 
MEMORIAL MEDAL FOR INNOVATION IN 
SEAFOOD COOKERY: Marisa locco, at Mare. 
Obviously a major restaurant dedicated to 
seafood has an edge, but chef locco would’ve 
won this award on a single item ona 
tasting plate of raw and cured seafood: 
the swordfish “pastrami.” It’s thin-sliced 
white fish with all the salt, smoke, and 
coriander flavor of beef pastrami. And 
this in a good year for seafood chefs. 

THE FIRST ANNUAL ANTHONY ATHANAS 
MEMORIAL MEDAL FOR SHEER EXCESS IN FOOD,

DECOR, AND CONCEPT: Smith & Wollensky 
True, it’s part of achain, but Athanas’s An- 
thony’s Pier 4 was part of an empire. In every 
other respect, “the steakhouse to end all argu 
ments” (their motto) is in the spirit of Antho 
ny. The setting is the old armory castle on 
Arlington Street, with museum intact and 
four floors of everything from old uniforms 
to old baseballs. If you don’t order the 55 
ounce aged porterhouse for two, you're not 
a real American. 

BEST SEAFOOD ENTREE: fried-clam roll at 
Neptune Oyster. Even during the red-tide 
period when the prices were sky-high, this 
was amazing. 

WEIRDEST APPETIZER I LIKED: pig-foot 
salad at Pierrot. They do it boned, breaded, 
and fried, with a parsley-onion dip.

in the 6os, the murder count had dropped 
back to 1996-2000 levels, when 35 to 40 
had been the norm. Shootings became a 
non-issue, politically and in the media. 
When Boston’s police commissioner, Paul 
Evans, left for foggier pastures in England, 
the consensus was that the top concerns 
awaiting his replacement would be officer 
morale, security for the Democratic Nation- 
al Convention, and the recent uptick in rob- 
beries; a fourth issue, crowd control, was 
added after the February 1, 2004, post-Super 
Bowl debacle. In retrospect, though, the 
city’s victory over homicide was Boston's 
version of Bush’s “Mission Accomplished.” 

As the Phoenix cautioned at the time, 
2003 was a pivotal year in crime, as anew 
cycle of youth-related violence began its 
current surge. That surge has seen 38 
teenagers killed in the last two years. 

City and law-enforcement officials are 
now trying to find some new version of the 
early 1990s’ “Boston Miracle,” when new 
law-enforcement and community-outreach 
strategies made the streets safe again. 
We'll need one. Because all signs indicate 
that this wave of violence is still on the rise. 

Amid a host of reasons why Boston’s 


bloodshed may continue, three stand out. 
Mayor Menino, Police Commissioner Kath- 
leen O’Toole, and others know one of them 
— and they’ve known it for several years. 
The 2000 US Census counted 32,553 Boston 
residents age 10 to 14, up 22 percent from 
1990. Count forward: they are now in their 
late teens. They were born in the middle of 
the crisis that preceded the “Boston Mira- 
cle” and have been disproportionately ex- 
posed to every risk factor identified in crim- 
inal-justice research. Add to that a homi- 
cide squad with a clearance rate of less than 
30 percent, and a police department consis- 
tently losing the community’s trust (not 
helped by an administration that thinks 
fighting T-shirts will restore that trust), 
and you've got a recipe for destruction. 


EVERY CHANCE TO FAIL 

Here’s a brief recap of what was happening 
in inner-city Boston in the late 1980s: a crack- 
cocaine epidemic raged, bringing with it a 
surge of wrecked lives and gang violence. In 
response, the state’s incarceration rate dou- 
bled, primarily from the jailing of young men 
— which continued and even increased for 
years after the drug use and violence waned.

As aresult, a disproportionate number 
of the children born in Boston in the mid- 
to-late ’80s spent time in single-parent 
households or in state custody. In the early 
and mid ’9o0s they attended failing Boston 
schools; when they reached middle and 
high school, national Republicans and 
their own governor Mitt Romney yanked 
away money for tutors, after-school pro- 
grams, and summer jobs. Just as they ap- 
proached the end of high school, the state 
slapped dowr: the new MCAS requirement 
that, as predicted, drove up their dropout 
rate. When they eventually went looking 
for work, they discovered that the Boston 
area had shed nearly 4000 manufacturing 
jobs, 5500 retail jobs, 5500 government 
jobs, and 3000 nonprofessional service- 
sector jobs in 2002 alone, according to the 
Boston Redevelopment Authority. 

A Casey Foundation study last year listed 
the four major adolescent predictors of vio- 
lent criminal activity as teen pregnancy, 
time in state custody, time in the juvenile- 
justice system, and dropping out of high 
school. Check, check, check, and check for 
a large number of these teens. 

Find a trait predictive of violent criminal 
behavior, and this group has it. By now, 
many teens have been through Department 
of Youth Services detention at least once, and 
have seen someone shoot or be shot. They 
have developed a solid distrust of police. And 
they are teenagers — poor judges of charac- 
ter and prone to quick-tempered action. 

This generation began to make its mark 
on crime stats two years ago. 

Despite the drop in homicides, in 2003 
the city saw a rise in overall violent crime, 
with particular jumps in gun crimes and 
juvenile arrests. Juvenile arrests (age 16 and 
under) rose 14 percent from the prior year — 
and were a startling 53 percent higher than 
in 1995. As the Phoenix wrote in its first issue 
of 2004, six teenage minors were murdered 
in 2003, more than in the previous four 
years combined. “Homicide as a response to 
a bad situation seems to be a theme that’s 
not losing steam,” Suffolk County sheriff 
Andrea Cabral told the Phoenix at the time. 
“Weapons are a first response, and youth 
have a limited concept of consequences.” 

Several other things happened in 2003 
that put inner-city kids behind the crimi- 
nal eight ball. In addition to Evans, the 
Boston Police Department (BPD) lost retir- 
ing head of the homicide squad Paul Farra- 
har, and several others on that team. Rom- 
ney took office, quickly slashing youth 
services in the name of budget cuts, includ- 
ing not only tutoring, but mental-health 
services, drug-abuse treatment, summer 
jobs, and worker training. And the BPD’s 
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police budget was also drastically cut. 

Sure enough, it all exploded in 2004 and 
hasn’t slowed since, despite an endless se- 
ries of crime-fighting initiatives. Boston’s 
homicide rate (murders per 100,000 popu- 
lation) zoomed from under six a year in 
1999-2000 — the 33rd highest among the 4o 
most populous US cities — to 12 a year in 
2004-2005, moving Boston up to 17th place. 

Anyone who thinks a few months of 
action — any action — can undo what 
seems to be our demographic destiny is 
kidding him- or herself. We’re lucky such a 
huge percentage of these teens are, despite 
the odds, not interested in getting into 
trouble. But the ones who are not have a lot 
of shooting left in them before they move 
out of the high-violence age bracket — for 
Starters, retaliation for all the unsolved 
shootings left over from 2005. 


UTTER FAILURE 

The scope of the BPD homicide unit’s fail- 
ure in 2005 almost defies description. Of 74 
official homicide investigations as of press 
time (discounting a murder-suicide that 
did not require investigation), they have 
made arrests in just 18, a pathetic 24 per- 
cent. The national average in large cities is 
over 6o percent. 

The BPD has made an arrest in just one 
of 21 homicides in Roxbury. And in just two 
of 26 homicides of victims in their 20s. 

Those responsible for the numbers all 
appear to be serious, dedicated, well- 
intentioned people: Commissioner O’ Toole, 
Deputy Superintendent Daniel Coleman, 
who now heads the homicide squad; Su- 
perintendent Paul Joyce; District Attorney 
Daniel Conley; and David Meier, who 
heads Conley’s homicide unit. 

Good people. Nevertheless, it’s hard to 
see why they shouldn’t all be fired, demoted, 
or voted out. They have completely, utterly 
failed at their task. 

As the Phoenix noted earlier this year, 
Tesearch suggests that unsolved murders 
lead to more murders. They leave killers on 
the streets, promote the ease of getting 
away with murder, and encourage retalia- 
tory violence. 

We're living the evidence. Last year’s 
official homicide-arrest rate was just 28 
percent, and look what’s happened. This 
year has seen even less success, and the 
killing rate has increased again, with 23 
homicides in the fall. Scarier still, arrests 
have been made in just four of those last 23 
murders, a17 percent rate. 

With that backdrop, and the continued 
move of the bubble generation into their 
most dangerous years, it’s not a stretch to 
think that the 2006 body count could ap- 
proach the 99 average of Boston’s deadly 
decade between 1986 and 1995. 

With few resources and fewer ideas, 
Boston officials could turn to people and 
ideas that have had success elsewhere. Al- 
buquerque, Fort Worth, Sacramento, Indi- 
anapolis, and Milwaukee have all main- 
tained high homicide-arrest rates in recent 
years, while their murder rates have 
dropped. Atlanta’s murder rate has 
plunged in the past two years, So, what are 
they doing right? 

You won’t catch anyone around here 
asking that question. Instead, we get what- 
ever ideas pop into the heads of the same 
people whose ideas didn’t work before. 
That’s how you get Mayor Menino’s point- 
less and patronizing offensive against 
“Stop Snitchin’” T-shirts — which, as one 
Egleston Square teen reminded this reporter 
last week, is almost as Gumb as when 
Menino blamed violence on sneakers 
hanging from telephone wires (supposedly 
a way that gangs mark territory). 

Then District Attorney Dan Conley did 
him one better: he blamed the problem on 
those who are depraved enough to attend a 





friend’s murder trial. Apparently doing so 
is an act of jury and witness intimidation, 
thwarting justice and emboldening killers. 
At a press conference last week, Conley 
asked Bostonians to counter by packing 
courthouses in solidarity with the victims. 

Undoubtedly there have been occasions 
of attempted witness intimidation via the 
courtroom “evil eye.” But they are rare, at 
least in Boston. This reporter never saw it 
when visiting murder trials this year. No 
juror has been quoted in the local media 
citing intimidation as a factor in any ac- 
quittals or hung juries. Court officials do 
not perceive it as a problem. 

At the same press conference, Conley 
also unveiled a program through which he 
is recruiting and training dozens of local 
religious leaders to assist in criminal inves- 
tigations by gathering information and 
persuading witnesses to talk. 

How this does not undermine the legal 
sanctity of clergy confidentiality in Suffolk 
County is unclear. Regardless, the point 
should prove moot: now that Boston’s reli- 
gious leaders have publicly lined up as in- 
formants, it’s hard to see how they’ve gota 
shot at gaining the trust of teens anyway. 


PUBLIC TRUST 

The distrust of law enforcement, to the 
point of outright hostility, is evident to 
anyone who has talked recently to adoles-

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cent and young-adult males in Boston. It is 
a far, far worse attitude than that found on 
the same streets just five years ago, a 
change the department learned of from its 
survey of Bostonians conducted in late 
2003, which was first disclosed by the 
Phoenix in January 2005. Satisfaction 
dropped most drastically in neighborhoods 
where most of the city’s youth live: East 
Boston, South Boston, Mattapan, Dorch- 
ester, and Roxbury. Fear of crime had also 
jumped since it was last surveyed in 2001, 
while the view of BPD officers as “fair and 
respectful to all people” declined sharply, 
especially among African-Americans. 

Those who have had limited personal 
experience with criminal-law enforcement 
hold a general belief that criminals receive 
small punishments when caught doing mi- 
nor crimes, and more serious punishment 
if proven to have committed more serious 
crimes. People in Dudley Square, Codman 
Square, Franklin Hill, and elsewhere 
know otherwise. Over and over again, 
law-enforcement agents decide first who 
to send away, and for how long, and then 
they do what they must to make it happen. 

This has always happened episodically, 
but beginning in 2002 it became official 
BPD strategy, through the Unsolved Shoot- 
ings Project. After concluding that witness 
reluctance meant that they could never ac- 
tually solve shootings, law-enforcement 
partners decided to “search for other av- 
enues through which they can apprehend 
impact players . . . utilizing all possible le- 
gal levers,” as the department explained in 
a 2003 report. 

That report, a lengthy description of the 
Unsolved Shootings Project for a national 
policing-award submission, boasts of how 
the strategy has worked in practice. After 
a shooting at Madison Park High School, 
for example, detectives zeroed in on three 
friends of the victim — “themselves well- 
known impact players,” who “clearly knew 
who the shooter was, but refused to coop- 
erate.” To prevent these three from taking 
their own revenge, a prosecutor called them 
before a grand jury about the shooting, “and 
promptly charged them with perjury.” 

“This use of perjury as a ‘lever’ was suc- 
cessful in averting a retaliatory shooting by 
getting three volatile impact players off the 
street,” the report says — ignoring the fact 
that the actual shooter was still free, while 
three people had been entrapped for doing 
nothing. 

In another example, after three unsolved, 
non-fatal shootings in the Grove Hall 
neighborhood of Roxbury, police and their 
partners cracked the case by “using drug in- 
vestigations and perjury charges against 
the suspects’ girlfriends to get the informa- 
tion they needed,” leading to two arrests. 
The report does not explain how they found 
those suspects, or how the girlfriends’ co- 
erced testimony later played in court. 

But when it comes to strong-arm tac- 
tics, brokered deals, and deciding guilt 
without trial, nobody touches US Attorney 
Michael Sullivan, appointed in 2001. As the 
Phoenix wrote last year, Sullivan’s heavy- 
handed federalization of Boston street 
crime is a major corrosive on law enforce- 
ment’s relationship with the community. 

In fact, in an incredible 174-page memo- 
randum issued in June 2004, the generally 
staid and affable Chief Justice William 
Young of the US District Court of Massa- 
chusetts unleashed a blistering assault on 
the routine injustice perpetrated by Sulli- 
van’s prosecutors in these cases. 

Young raged about the many, many 
cases in which federal prosecutors exercise 
unfettered autonomy to deal, negotiate, 
threaten, and cajole their way to whatever 
punishments they feel like meting out — 
almost never after putting evidence to a jury. 
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TEENAGE WASTELAND 


The number of teenage homicide victims has 
jumped from 7, in 2000 to 19, in 2005 
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to the alleys of Baghdad,” and “such callous 
indifference to innocent human life as 
would gag any fair minded observer.” 

Last year, in a case before Judge Paul 
Wolf, three defendants agreed to cooperate 
with federal prosecutors and testify against 
others, in return for reduced sentences for 
themselves. It worked; the prosecutors got 
indictments and subsequent guilty pleas 
from the other targeted suspects. But at a 
sentencing hearing, one of the three coop- 
erating witnesses recanted on the stand. “I 
basically lied . . . every time I was briefed,” 
he said, according to transcripts. “My 
daughter had just passed away, and I wasn’t 
really in the right state of mind. I was just 
trying to get home.” 

Sullivan's office immediately yanked 
back his deal and gave him 12 years behind 
bars, The other cooperating witnesses stuck 
with the prosecutor-approved story, and 
were rewarded with six-month continued 
sentences —i.e., no jail time. 

A year after Sullivan took office, the Un- 
solved Shooting Project launched, in 2002. 
By late 2003, as the BPD survey of residents 
showed, the feds had managed to alienate 
and piss off city residents en masse, while 
violent crime rose and even fewer shoot- 
ings got solved. All of those trends have 
since worsened as the same strategies are 
still employed. 


NO EASY SOLUTIONS 

After warning of increasing teen violence 
at the start of 2004, these pages have spent 
two years, Cassandra-like, calling atten- 
tion to it. That May the Phoenix wrote that 
“Lack of faith in the local criminal-justice 
system ... is probably at its lowest point in 
15 years.” In July ’oq, with 11 teenage mur- 
der victims and at least 17 more shot non- 
fatally in the first half of the year, we 
asked: “Can we Call this a crisis yet?” And 
in August we warned, in the words of a 
veteran BPD youth-outreach officer, that 
“the turf-based gangs have been replaced 
by 5500 [violent] kids moving through the 
streets of Boston.” 

After a year reporting on wrongful con- 
victions, secret police deals for witness 
testimony, incompetent forensics labs, 
flawed identification methods, and dis- 
honest cops, the Phoenix concluded at the 
Start of 2005 that “people throughout the 
city — Bostonians of all stripes — hold a 
very reasonable bias against {Boston law 
enforcement}.” All this year we have re- 
ported on the increasing violence in the 
streets, and the increasing evidence of in- 
competence behind the investigative 
scenes. And unless there’s another “Boston 
Miracle,” the story you’re reading now 
could be referenced next year as the mur- 


der rate reaches higher and higher. ©
